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TOPICS OF THE DAY: 


CONDITIONS OF ARCHITECTURAL PRACTICE 


A! a recent meeting of a provincial architectural 
society a very interesting discussion took place 
as to the respective conditions of private practice, 
establishment. architects, and departmental architects. 
The occasion was not in any way a debate, still less a 
dispute, and was conducted very happily as a friendly 
exchange of ideas. _The conclusion was that these three 
forms of architectural practice were useful and necessary 
contributions to the social order. 

There will be general agreement with this view, 
which is one that we have consistently held. At the 
same time there remains the difficult problem of deciding 
where one branch of practice should begin and another 
end, and it is on this subject that there is considerable 
difference of opinion and not a little feeling. 

So far as the establishment architect is concerned, 
there is no doubt that a business, the activities of which 
provide a sufficient flow of work and the resources of 
which justify a proper and adequate salary to a fully- 
qualified man, has the right and incentive to establish 
its own architectural department. 

So far as the public department is concerned, such an 
establishment, financed by the taxpayer or ratepayer, 
as may be, is fulfilling-a public service so long as it is 
staffed for the work available and kept busy upon such 
essential work and none other, and provided results 
show a substantial saving on all alternative methods. 

The growth of these alternatives to private practice 
is limiting the field of the latter, and it may be that these 
are signs that private practice is ultimately- doomed. 
If this is a fact, and the conditions we have suggested as 
necessary to the proper operation of the alternatives 
are fulfilled, such: a fact must be accepted with good 
grace, as an evolutionary factor in the society of to-day 
and to-morrow. 

The present situation is, however, that few are satis- 
fied that those conditions are being fulfilled. The 
architectural department is being applied in some cases 
to units too small to provide a sufficiency of work to 
any but cheap and unskilled staffs, and the evil of in- 
different work is even more serious than that of the 
interference with private practice. 

The public department is sometimes overstaffed and 
tends to adjust its activities more towards the size of 
the staff than to the economic output imposed upon it. 

These are matters of real economy which incline us 
to the view that there is still an important place in the 
social scheme for the private architect, and that it would 
be unfair and unwise to squeeze him out of it. 


PERMANENCE IN ARCHITECTURE 


A WELL-KNOWN reviewer, dealing with a recent 
architectural book, lighted upon one significant 
reference, in which the author found virtue in Stonehenge 
in- that its builders regarded architecture as worth 
while in proportion to the effort it demanded of its 
builders. 

The reference is significant both on account of an 
idea which approaches the truth, and of its denial of 
much that has recently been accepted as an aim of 
modern architecture. Structural engineering may be 
said to be the science of fulfilling a purpose with a 
minimum of effort, and many see no essential difference 
between architecture and good structural engineering. 
In architectural design, also, there is a distinct quality 
in effect which appears effortless, so that we seem to 
be getting as far from Stonehenge as is possible. 

The crux of the matter is in that phrase “fulfilling a 
purpose”! What was the purpose of the Gothic 
Cathedral builders? Surely it was to create a great 
congregational building in permanent construction, 
well lighted inside, where choral worship could be 


conducted, and visible to the people of a wide area. 
Behind it all was a deep religious feeling, the ex- 
pression of which was an essential part of the “ purpose.’ 
The fulfilment was structural science at its best. 

It would seem, then, that if we are tempted to 
think that a good many of our modern buildings are 
trivial in conception, the fault is not so much that the 
building of them is too simple, as that the purpose 
behind the building of them is too lightly conceived. 
In this, that quality of permanence, which must enter 
into the worthiest of human tasks, is often forgotten, 
or, when remembered, valued too little. If we are 
to look upon building as worthy of no more than a 
twenty- or fifty-year life, then it is probable that the 
designer will treat his task in a way which is the reverse 
of monumental. 


PLANNING MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


TH decision of the late Minister of Health, imple- 

mented by the present Minister, to ask all local 
authorities to prepare programmes of works to be 
executed over the next five years, involving capital 
expenditure, has been one of the great steps taken by the 
Ministry towards the solution of the problem of levelling 
out “ booms ” and “ slumps.” 

When this proposal was first announced and welcomed 
in this journal, we suggested that a possible flaw might 
be the creation of a belief in the minds of municipalities 
that “ pre-planning’”’ of future works would cease at 
the end of the five-year period. ‘Quite obviously, we 
think, if the scheme is the success anticipated, it will 
continue indefinitely, and we imagine that national 
needs and circumstances will dictate whether or not all 
schemes put forward under the present “ five-year 
plan ” are, in fact, executed during that period. 

If these suppositions are correct, we think that the 
Minister of Health would do well to issue an announce- 
ment to that effect, an opportunity for which might 
present itself when the official results of local authorities’ 
returns are made public. In support of our proposal 
we cite the fact that uneasiness as to the effects of a 
“rushed ” programme does exist, a recent example of 
which will be seen in the speech to local employers 
(reported on page 28) of the Mayor of Sunderland. 


A. SUCCESS AT LEEDS 


'HE remarkable run of successes of the students of 
the Leeds School of Architecture in competition for 
prizes and studentships offered by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects has been reinforced by the success 
(announced on another page) of two of its students in a. 
competition restricted to West Riding architects. 

What gives the award a special flavour is that the 
second prize in the competition was gained by a design 
entered by Mr. J. S. Allen, principal of the School, and 
two of the masters. 

No doubt Mr. Allen will have his leg gently pulled 
over this matter though, if we know anything about 
students, we shall be surprised if his stock with them 
does not rise, if that be possible. It is a courageous 
thing for the head of a school to “ chance his arm ” in 
company with his students for a competition which, 
when all is said and done, is an uncertain business. In 
some ways it is analogous to Mr. Perey Thomas’s 
action in entering for open competitions (not always 
successfully) during his period as President of the 
Institute. By such actions is known the mettle of a 
man. 

In the case under discussion, however, the success is 
Mr. Allen’s in any event, in that his students have won. 
The principal of an architectural school is (or should be) 
the father of: his students, and their successes are 
shared. by him. Let us, then, congratulate the winner: !

The church above was drawn in December, 1918, by Mr. W. T. BENSLYN, 
A.R.C.A., F.R.1.B.A., who made it the subject of his Christmas Card this year. 
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Tue following brief news item appeared 
simultaneously with a letter from the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, 
headed “‘ Confidentia),’’ and signed by the 
hon. treasurer of the Institute, SyLvesTER 
SULLIVAN. 

R.1.B.A. Finances : The Institute’s Appeal. 

An appeal is about to be issued to every 
member and student of the R.1.B.A. to help 
to reduce the total capital indebtedness of 
the Institute, which stands at £95,000. It is 
confidently believed that many more mem- 
bers will wish to enrol themselves among 
those who have personally contributed to 
the New Building Fund, and it is suggested 
that help may be given in one or both of 
the following ways: (i) By making a dona- 
tion towards the reduction of the debt; 
(ii) by a voluntary increase of subscription 
for a stated term of years. 

That letter has caused a quite unex- 
pected storm of protest—unexpected to the 
R.I.B.A., that is—and the result of that 
storm is a growing restlessness among 
members to satisfy themselves, per- 
manently if possible, (a) in which direc- 
tion architecture as a profession is travel- 
ling and (b) precisely what is the state of 
affairs at 66, Portland-place. 

Such remarks of mine as are seemingly 
impertinent may be regarded as_ being 
nartly my own, but (much more impor- 
tant and of a greater proportion) the 
opinions of members to whom I have 
talked on the subject. In this instance, I 
may be regarded more as a mirror of 
thought than the original image. 

This letter, I repeat, is marked “ confi- 
dential,” and yet its contents, if not re- 
produced, have been commented on by the 
technical Press to such an extent that the 
inference of the 
vrivate to the public. It is a long epistle 
and, as appeals go, not very convincing. 
It is a complicated piece of writing, giving 
the impression of an Institute being badly 
involved financially, and it asks for help 
without being explicit enough to satisfy 
the simple and conventional demands of a 
business man. Because it is in confidence, 
I will not discuss it further. It is suffi- 
cient to say that, apart from the rights 
and wrongs of the case, a protest has 
arisen which might have been avoided by 
a more dictatorial attitude—i.e., a convic- 
tion that the R.I.B.A. was right in asking 
for more money, and resulting not so 
much in a suggestion for voluntary sums 
at a time when money is hard to earn, as 
in a new scale of fees whether the mem- 
bers like it or not. I say this because the 
money will not be, and never could have 
been, forthcoming; and the reaction will 
be one of humiliation, leaving the neces- 
sity for attempting another method of 

| paying off the debt. 

The pointer to such an appeal lay in the 
Architects’ Benevolent Society, the state 
of which is deplorably bad. In painting 
there gare few rich men—certainly the 
averagé painter earns less than the 
average architect—and yet the A.B.I. col- 
lect money and administer it well. The 
collection is personal and enthusiastic, 
and its good works well known among 
painters. It was obvious from this year’s 
response to the A.B.S. that the R.I.B.A. 
would suffer a similar rebuff to their 
appeal. 

So much for the letter. But of far 
greater importance is the rather cumber- 
some skeleton which has been resuscitated 
by the creation of discussions on R.I.B.A. 
policy which- the appeal has created. 
What, say the members in reply, are we 
to receive for this duplication of subscrip- 
tions? And, come to that, what have we 
received. for past remittances? Opinions 
are mixed in the matter—much in the 


letter is by no means . 
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same way as matters are mixed in govern- 
mental policy. The split is fundamental 
and threatens the structure—a fact which 
is confined not only to architecture but 
to every form of contemporary life. 

This fact is important, and may well 
preface what I have to say in the notes 
that follow. In arriving at a conclusion 
on this subject I am, at one and the same 
time, thinking of architecture as a whole 
—not the R.I.B.A. exclusively. We have 
seen other architectural bodies rise to 
attempt an overthrow of the parent body; 
we have seen the whole profession swayed 
in a plethora of doubt as to its ultimate 
destination. Maxwett Fry, discussing 
the matter recently, described the profes- 
sion as an echo of world movements—a 
turning over of fundamental issues—and 
for what it is worth, the R.I.B.A. may con- 
sole itself that it is not so much an un- 
steady body in a static world as a com- 
paratively static body in a world that is 
being turned upside down to the great 
discomfort of its entire population. 

Again, it may be argued that the frank 
criticism of a parent body in the Press is 
to the detriment of the profession as a 
whole-—but here I make a: firm stand 
against any suggestion of disloyalty by 
stating the very simple fact that an 
avalanche of protest is due to appear in 
the correspondence columns in the Press 
about architectural politics unless some- 
thing is done to achieve a common end, 
commensurate with architectural progress 
and a professional facade which satisfies 
the lay public that all is right with 
architects. 

To avoid this, therefore, I feel that what 
is being said about the R.I.B.A. by its 
members requires to be written down. And 
this is what is being said, rightly or 
wrongly. 

At great expense, new premises were 
acquired during the depression which hit 
this country during the early ‘thirties. 
Str RaymMonp Unwin, as President, urged 
the good example of our building when 
other people were hesitating. He won his 
plea, the building went on, he retired from 
Presidency at the appointed time, and 
Conduit-street was not sold for a further 
three years. It is the financial difficulty 
with regard to this building which is 
partly responsible for the debt. 

What use, ask these members, have the 
new premises been put to? Have they 
been utilised to the full? . Exhibitions 
were put forward as being possible at 
Portland-place. The answer to that is 
that exhibitions (with such men as R. A. 
Duncan working like niggers) have been 
a great success—one of the most progres- 
sive aspects of the Institute—but Number 
66 does not come into the picture a great 
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deal because the success of these shows is 
largely provincial. About the truth of 
this there is no doubt. 

Further, the sum of £200 only is allowed 
per annum for exhibitions, and this is 
not nearly enough when it is obvious that 
they form the mouthpiece of architectural 
publicity in this country.* 

The Licentiate class is another bone of 
contention. This large body of members 
pay a lower rate of subscription, they are 
not required to qualify by examination for 
entrance, and they enjoy all the amenities. 
This is a universal complaint (except, of 
course, from Licentiates and Fellows who 
were once Licentiates), and one which 
even the staunch supporters of the Insti- 
tute would agree with. 

In all this writing I am not attempting 
to pursue the path of the scientific investi- 
gator. The numbers of members, their 
average subscription, the total amount of 
funds and the precise rationalisafion of 
happenings are, for the moment, of little 
interest to me, and simply because a 
spiritual unrest is taking place which has 
little to do with facts and figures. Therein 
lies the danger of pro-R.I.B.A. members 
who are closely in touch with affairs; and 
whose reply—in every case—is “‘ You be- 
come a member of council and then try 
to reform the body; they have done very 
well, taking things by and large.” 

This may be true, and yet the fact 
remains, matters are going in the wrong 
direction; to pursue that direction is 
professional suicide, or, at best, slow 
disintegration. 


For years the R.I.B.A. had the policy of 
registration to show for critics. Registra- 
tion is now an established fact, and a 
number of members now say: ‘“ What is 
the policy of the R.I.B.A.? We do not 
know it.’’ The question is, Has this body 
a definite policy? If so, can it be aired in 
order that architects as a whole present a 
common front. That question should be, 
and I hope will be, answered by the 
President. 


The President of the Institute is 
the mouthpiece of our _ profession. 
He it is who is given to speak on 


our behalf, both on the public platform 
and over the wireless. Are we to be known 
as experimenters in a new form of build- 
ing, demanding that the public be patient, 
or are we to present a face of knowing 
what we are doing and demanding that 
the public trust us? 

Again, it has been suggested that a vast 
sum of money is being spent on the 
Journal of the Institute, which is freely 
handed out to every member, and it is 
asked whether the expenditure is justified 
when a very lively technical Press exists 
for the purpose of informing us of tech- 
nical improvements. It is suggested that 
the Journal might become a confidential 
report, issued quarterly among members, 
and the suggestion seems sound. 

The library, to take yet a further point, 
was a main feature of the new building, 
and it is unquestionably the finest archi- 
tectural library in this country—if not in 
the world—yet not one out of six members 
is able to use it. 

There are those who say that a profes- 
sional publicist should organise the Insti- 
tute’s propaganda as the world sees it; there 
are those demanding that the Council pos- 
sess representatives of the younger mem- 
bers; there are those who wonder on the 
plight of the unemployed, or sick, 
architect. 

In fact, let us be perfectly frank and say 





*The Medical Council allow something in the 
region of £20,000 for a similar purpose. 
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.that too many things are being said to our 
eventual detriment. It is high time they 
were aired, and I sincerely hope that this 
“Diary’’ may in some way persuade 
responsible architects to write down their 
opinions. 

The Allied Societies Have a great deal to 
say. Among certain people it is said that 
the secretaries of these societies are too 
loyal to the parent body to make official 
protests. 

As I said previously, this is a mirror of 

events—not the original outburst of an 
individual. 
* I have heard of a group being formed 
for the purpose of righting this domestic 
upheaval, which I regard as being both 
“news” and of general interest. This 
group dislike the idea of opposing bodies 
which tend to break up the whole. If 
changes must take place, they argue, then 
they must be internal. 

R.F.W. [Reform From Within] is going 
to be their official title* and they aim at 
putting forward certain proposals to archi- 
tects at large before the Spring elections 
at Portland-place. Their policy, in the 
meantime, I believe, to be roughly on the 
following lines. 

1. There is to be no subscription to 
R.F.W. 

2. All classes of the Institute to be 
eligible. 

3. A programme of “ do-or-die ” within 
three years. 

*I am not in any way concerned with this group. 


ARCHITECTS’ 


TWENTY-SEVENTH ORDINARY MEETING. 

THe 27th ordinary meeting of the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Council of the United 
Kingdom was held on December 16, at 
66, Portland-place, W.1, Mr. Sypnry 
TaTCHELL, F.R.I.B.A., being in the chair. 

On the motion of Mr. Scorarg, it was 
resolved: ‘“‘ That the members of the 
Architects’ Registratio> Council of the 
United Kingdom, « j4uarterly meeting 
assembled on Friday, December 16, send 
their heartiest congratulations and good 
wishes to a distinguished Registered 
Architect, Sir Edwin L. Lutyens, K.C.I.E., 
D.C.L., Gold Medallist of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects and Past-Presi- 
dent of the Incorporated Association of 
Architects and Surveyors, on his election 
as President of the Royal Academy.” 





Amending Act Committee. 

In presenting the report of this Committee. 
Mr. Aprtan Rosson (Chairman) explained 
that the Committee as a whole were of opinion 
that there was so little chance of obtaining 
any further legislation in the near future that 
it was not worth proceeding with the Amend- 
ing Act Committee. It was felt that by the 
time there was any chance of getting a Bill, 
circumstances might have altered and, more- 
over, there would have been a little more 
experience than at present of running the new 
Act. He moved accordingly.: 

This having been seconded, Masor G. B. J. 
Arnoge said he objected to the Committee 
being dissolved. The sooner the Amending 
Act Committee resumed its functions the 
better. 

The recommendation was then put and 
carried, with two dissentients, following 
which Major Athoe gave notice of his inten- 
tion to place on the agenda of the next meet- 
ing of Council notice of motion for appoint- 
ment of the Amending Act Committee 


The Admission Committee. 

This Committee recommended that a 
Memorandum prepared by the Registrar for 
guidance of applicants for registration be 
approved, subject to the insertion of Sec- 
tion 4 (2) of the Act as a note after the text 
of Section 2 (1). Section 4 (2) runs: ‘‘A 
person shall not, for the purposes of the Act, 
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Their aims run something like this— 

(a) Subscriptions of all R.I.B-A. mem- 
bers to be equal. 

(b) Fellowships to be awarded on merit 
only. 

(c) The R.I.B.A. Journal to be a private 
quarterly, not a technical periodical. 

(d) A system of insurance to be adopted 
for poor and sick members, having as its 
base a constructive programme of town 
planning reform to be presented by its 
recipients. 

(ec) A definite future policy of campaign. 

(f) A larger grant for public exhibi- 
tions purposes. 

(g) A professional publicist to organise 
Institute publicity. 

(hk) A series of technical lectures subsi- 
dised by the Development Associations 
concerned. 

(i) Smaller premises. 

This is the germ of an idea which may 
be elaborated upon in a letter from this 
group. 

There may be other suggestions which 


will be thought out and put forward. They 


may, in the light of those who have had 
experience on the R.I.B.A. Council, be 
impracticable, but it is up to the members 
of this Council to defend their actions 
either in the technical Press or at an 
extraordinary general meeting. 
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be treated as not practising by reason only 
that he is in the employment of another 
person.”’ ; 

Mr. Witson said the Committee voted 
seven in favour, seven against, for the addi- 
tion of the text of Section 4 (2), so the 
responsibility of bringing the recommenda- 
tion before Council rested entirely with him- 
self in that as Chairman he gave a casting 
vote. He had done that because, rightly or 
wrongly, he was under the impression that 
the mover and supporters of the recommenda- 
tion wished it inserted for the future guid- 
ance of salaried’ architects. Hence his vote 
in favour. He had, however, since been a 
little alarmed when reading the objections 
which Major Athoe had lodged, from which 
it seemed that in the mind of Major Athoe 
there appeared to be no difference at all 
between a salaried architect and an architec- 
tural assistant. He (Mr. Wilson) did not 
believe that that view was necessarily held 
by the Council or by the Admission Commit- 
tee, and it was quite contrary to the Regula- 
tions drawn up so far. While he was in 
favour of giving all help possible for the 
guidance of salaried architects, he did not 
want any confusion to arise as to architec- 
tural assistants being the same people, with 
the result that the work of the Admission 
Committee was going to be heavily handi- 
capped by a large number of architectural 
assistants applying under the practising clause 
thinking that they were in the same position 
as responsible salaried architects in Govern- 
ment, local government or other employ- 
ment, 

Mr. Brow pointed out that if the recom- 
mendation were adopted it would mean ad- 
mitting all sorts of people who were nothing 
more than draughtsmen. 

Masor Atnog said the real answer to why 
the extract was pt in was that it was part 
of the Act—an extract from the actual word- 
ing of the Act—not something made up by 
the Committee. 

Mr. Rostnson said the clause in the Act 
gave rise to a considerable amount of doubt 
and difficulty amongst legal experts. He took 
it that the majority of the members of Coun- 
cil thought it ensured that some class of 
person who practised architecture as an archi- 
tect would go on the Register. But the 
clause was open to another interpretation. 


Legal people took it to be an attempt to stop 
holes in the first Section of the Act. The 
clause was read to mean that a person could 
not call himself an architect. and then say : 
“* Yes, but I am not practising because I am 
in the employment of another person.’’ The 
value of putting in, for the guidance of lay- 
men, a clause which lawyers found difficulty in 
understanding was doubtful. He moved that 
no quotation from the Act be inserted. 

Mr. Darcy Brappet seconded, and the 
— to omit was agreed to by 18 votes 


Constitution of Admission Committee. 
Mr. Gorpon Jackson, speaking as an ordi- 


nary member of Council, moved a proposal 
relating to the constitution of the Admission 
Committee, as follows: ‘For the year 


1939-40 the number of persons nominated by 
the Council shall be nine, and shall include 
three representatives of the ‘ Unattached ’ and 
one each of the A.A., the A.A.S.T.A. and 
the Provincial Associations, leaving three to 
be freely chosen by the Council.” He 
first recalled that Council had before it 
in December, 1936, a Report of the Finance 
and General Purposes Committee which 
had been prepared after very careful 
consideration, and dealt with the constitution 
of the Board and Committees with a view to 
ensuring representation of the constituent 
bodies on them. After a suggestion as to the 
constitution of the Admission Committee, 
that report said: ‘‘ We feel that, in view of 
the heavy independent representation of the 
R.I.B.A., the L.A.A.S., the Assistants, the 
Faculty and the Unattached ought to be 
assured of two representatives each in spite of 
the fact that this reduces the number of 
persons freely chosen to substantially less 
than half the total number of the Council 
nominees.’’ It was evident that at that time 
the Council were almost unanimous in holdin 
the opinion that all the constituent bodies 
had the right to representation on the Board 
and the various Committees. For two years 
they had worked under that arrangement 
satisfactorily, an arrangement which had been 
referred to on many occasions as_ the 
‘“Gentlemen’s Agreement.’’ He suggested 
that if that agreement was. to be mutilated 
periodically it could no longer be referred to 
in those terms. 

The fact that the Architects’ Registration 
Act provided for the representation of eight 
different bodies and left nine to be elected 
by the Council made it clear to him that it 
was intended that the committee should be 
a representative and impartial body. Quite 
apart from the fact of the undoubted claim 
of the unattached and other bodies to be 
assured their representation, there was an- 
other fact of very, very great importance 
which should decide the Council that whatever 
else was done they must make the Admission 
Committee an impartial bedy and a com- 
mittee on which nobody could have a 
majority. If, for instance, the nine seats 
which were at the disposal of the Council 
were voted, say, to thé Royal Institute of 
British Architects, that would give the 
Institute 13 seats out of a total of 23 and an 
undoubted majority of three over every other 
body, including what might be termed the 
non-architectural bodies. He urged Council 
to appreciate what that would mean on the 
very first case that came before the Appeals 
Tribunal. Let them think what a skilful 
counsel could do in appealing for a rejected 
applicant when he used the fact that the 
Admission Committee was not impartial but 
loaded with a majority always of one body, 
and one body only. That fact alone should 
enable the Council to decide that the Ad- 
mission Committee must be an impartial one. 

He invited the committee to consider cer- 
tain figures with a view to realisation of the 
fact that the figures and allocations he sug- 
gested had not been made in a haphazard 
manner. The maximum number of seats on 
the Admission Committee was 23. Of those, 
five had been allotted in the Act to what he 
had termed non-architectural bodies. ‘That 
left 18 seats for the architectural bodies. 
Nine of those had been fixed by the. Act: 
four to the R.1.B.A., four to the Incorporated 
and one to the Faculty, leaving nine to be 
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voted by the Council. If thst nine were 
voted to the Incorporated, that would give 
that body 13 seats as against ten held by 
everybody else. The same applied to the 
RILB.A. 

The Council must ensure that no body 
could have a majority. With that end in 
view he divided the architectural bodies into 
two groups and gave each nine seats. The 
R.1.B.A., the A.A. and Provincial Associa- 
tions could be considered as a group, their 
policy being the same. The others would be 
the Incorporated, the Faculty, the Assistants 
and the Unattached. He gave the R.1.B.A. 
7 (four of which they were entitled to under 
the Act and 3 voted by the Council), the 
A.A. 1, the Provincial Associations 1, making 
9 seats in all. He would give the Incor- 
porated 4, the Faculty 1, Assistants 1, and 
the Unattached 3, making also 9. If those 
groups did work in opposition—and they 
should not—and voted solidly against each 
other, it would mean a deadlock, but the 
balance of power would be with the five non- 
architectural bodies, which would ensure that 
the ‘Admission Committee was going to be 
an impartial body. te 

Mr. E. J. Errorp seconded the proposition. 

Aftez discussion, in which a number of other 
members took part, Mr. Jackson agreed to 
withdraw his motion in favour of a motion 
taking the following form: ‘ To amend the 
recommendation of the Finance and General 
Purposes Committee by omitting the words 
‘with the exception of the Admission Com- 
mittee,’ and substitute for them ‘it being 
understood that the Admission Committee will 
confine itself solely to the duties laid down 
for it in the Act, and pass no resolutions on 
matters of policy.’’’ This was carried nem. 
con., 24 hands being shown in favour. 

reign Architects and Overseas Assistants. 
rome appointment of a small sub-committee to 
advise the Admission Committeeon the question 
of foreign architects and overseas assistants 
—consisting of the Chairman of the Council, 
the Chairman of the Board of Architectural 
Education, and Mr. H. Chalton Bradshaw— 
was proposed by Mr. Darcy BRaDDELL, who 
said that Council had to face almost imme- 
diately a question of the very greatest 1m- 

ortance and complexity. On August 1, 1940, 
it would be an offence for any person to call 
himself am architect if he was not registered. 
As members were no doubt aware, there were 
foreign architects who had in the past prac- 
tised in Great Britain, and who, it was pre- 
sumed, would still wish to do so. As the law 
stood, while they would still be able to do 
their work, they would not be able to call 
themselves architects. The question, there- 
fore, arose as to what steps Council desired 
to take, as to whether it was desired that 
those men should pass one of the already re- 
cognised examinations, or whether regulations 
should be f 

In regard to overseas architectural assis- 
tants, Mr. Braddell reminded Council that 
the Regulation in favour of assistants was 
passed in pursuance of the Council’s power to 
establish qualifications for registration alterna- 
tive to those-set out in Section 6 of the princi- 
pal Act. In the case of architectural assis- 
tants under the principal Act there was set 
up a qualification for a period of ten years. 
Under the Regulations, in order to give effect 
to the new Act, that was altered to seven 

ears, the new Regulations in other respects 
ollowing exactly on the lines of the old and 
being limited to architectural assistants who had 
received their training in the United Kingdom. 
The Admission Committee now recommended, 
although they had not yet been asked for their 
opinion, that the benefit of that concession 
should be thrown open to architectural assis- 
tants throughout the British Empire, irre- 
spective of the way in which they had received 
their training or any of the conditions. It 
was necessary to consider very carefully in 
what form the Regulation could be drafted 
80 as to ensure admission of those who really 
should be admitted and the exclusion of 
those who should not. 

On the motion of Mr. Scoraie, seconded by 
Mr. AsHiey. it was agreed that Mr. Braddell’s 
name be added to the Committee as pro- 
posed, and the motion was then carried.

A COMBINED UNDERGROUND CAR PARK AND 


AIR-RAID 


Sgeverat local authorities throughout 
the country have recently had under con- 
sideration schemes for the construction 
of underground car parks to be taken 
over as air raid shelter accommodation 
in time of emergency. At the present 
time Cardiff has. in course of construc- 
tion a car-park-cum-shelter, of which 
Mr. Sydney Clough, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect (see The Builder, October 21, 
1938). Birmingham, too, contemplates a 
similar scheme. 

A lead in this direction has been given 
to the Metropolitan boroughs by the Hol- 
born Borough Council, whose Borough 
Engineer and Surveyor, Mr. J. E. Parr, 
A.M.Inst.C.E., has carried out a survey 
of Russell-square and has submitted to 
the Council a report thereon, together 
with a plan of the proposed shelter and 
garage containing approximately 3,104,583 
feet cube of air space. The proposal has 
been approved in principle. 


The Holborn B.C.’s Scheme. 


Following is the report submitted by 
Mr. Parr :— 

AccomMopaTIon. — The shelter and 
garage will be 35 ft. deep from ground 
level to the top surface of the roof, which 
will be in 5 ft. thick constructed in three 
layers. [But see footnote——Ep.] Work- 
ing on Home Office figures for accom- 
modation with wentilation, the shelter 
would provide for 44,869 people on the 
official basis of 6 sq. ft. of floor area 
per person (after having made a 10 per 
cent. reduction for gangways). In an 
emergency the Home Office figure is 
given as 3% sq. ft. per person, and this 
would increase the number of persons to 
76,918, but is is very doubtful if the 
Home Office would permit this number 
in so large a public shelter. The accom- 
modation for cars would be about 850. 


Arr CONDITIONING.—Under war condi- 
tions, air conditioning plant would not 
have the extract fans in operation, but 
the plant would have to filter 150 cubic ft. 
per hour per person in the shelter. Under 
peace conditions, no filtration would be 
required, but a larger quantity of air 
change would be necessary, in this case 
by extraction. Air conditioning plant to 
deal with both sets of conditions has 
therefore been provided. 

Enectric Ligutinc.—This will be ar- 
ranged from one central main switch- 
board with supplies to same from two 
separate companies, so that should one 
company be put out of operation, the 
other would supply the current. As it 
is possible that the mains of both com- 
panies might be destroyed, a self-con- 
tained electrical plant of 120 kilowatt out- 
put is installed and arranged with an 
automatic starting control so that it would 
immediately operate automatically if the 
other supplies failed. Eight hundred 
lighting points and 30 power points in all 
have been provided, complete with lamps 
and bulkhead watertight fittings. 

Water Pumptne.— Under war condi- 
tions, the water mains in roads might be 
burst and the shelter thus flooded. Two 
sets of automatic operation pumping ap- 
paratus have been installed capable of 
removing the water and discharging it 
on the lower level side of the site so 
that it would not be able to run back 
and flood the basement again after being 
pumped out. Four sumps would be pro- 
vided for the pumps to suck from, these 
sumps covered with metal gratings so that 
fluor space is not lost and to serve as 
draniage points for flood water. 


SHELTER 


First Arp Post.—In the centre of shel- 
ter a first aid post will be fitted out where 
shown on drawing; hot water is provided 
from the air conditioning plant’s engines. 

Lavatory AccomMopaTion. — Lavatory 
accommodation is provided next staircase 
block at both sides of shelter where 
shown on drawing, also in first aid posts, 
and fitted with two sewage disposal 
pumps to discharge into main sewers at 
higher levels, water supplies being laid 
on from the Company’s mains. These 
lavatories would be available for conver- 
sion for decontaminating centres. 

CONSTRUCTION OF SHELTER.—Shafts will 
be sunk on the four sides where staircase 
blocks are formed, and the ground tun- 
nelled out from these points and taken 
up the shafts and carted away. Strong 
planking and strutting and timbering will 
be erected to support the ground at sides 
and to carry the earth, 35 ft. deep above 
same. The concrete foundations and 
steel framing of the structure will 
be extended stage by stage until the 
whole site is covered. The 5ft. thick 
overhead concrete roof will be installed 
in three layers, the top layer first erected 
in 10 ft. long precast concrete narrow 
slabs inserted in sections as the excava- 
tion progresses, and carried on cross 
steel beams which have been inserted in 
tunnels previously, from stancheon to 
stancheon. When this top layer is com- 
pleted a layer of reinforced felt will be 
fixed on underside and then the bottom 
layers of waterproofed concrete will be 
put in, on shuttering, in sections work- 
ing along in one direction and the central 
layer will be then punned in between 
the two and made solid with pumping 
cement grout under pressure where access 
is otherwise impossible. Weak concrete 
will also be pumped in above the top 
layer to make this solid up to underside 
of earth over the roof. 

The side outer walls will be constructed 
with battered walls in reinforced concrete 
with projecting toe, and tanked in 
asphalt by first building a 1 brick 
wall against the earth to receive the 
asphalt tanking and then erecting the 
reinforced concrete walls. The floor will 
be tanked by carrying the asphalt 
through the thickness of the two layers 
making a 12-in. concrete floor, and also 
through the concrete bases under the 
main stancheons. The division walls will 
be of 2} brick thickness of stocks in 
cement mortar faced and pointed both 
sides and with bullnosed blue brick 
vertical angles at ends. There will be 
six storage tanks for oil fuel provided 
in road and one for water. No internal 
plastering or decoration is taken in the 
main shelter, with exception of staircase 
and lavatory blocks and first-aid post. 

The floors will be finished in 1}-in. 
granolithic paving and the concrete 
stairs and ramps similarly finished; all 
laid to falls and having expansion joints 
provided. It is considered that the work 
will take three years to complete. 

[We have been informed that the shelter 
was originally designed to be constructed 
at a sufficient depth beneath the general 
ground level to forma blast- and splinter- 
proof shelter, and deep enough to pre- 
serve the roots of the many large trees 
in the gardens. The scheme has received 
the consideration of the Council, but it 
is probable that at subsequent meetings 
of the A.R.P. Committee, many modifica- 
tions will be made in the general arrange- 
ments and that the depth of the shelter 
will be increased to ensure complete pro- 
tection from bombs.—Ep.]}

ERectep on the Marsh Farm estate 
by Middlesex C.C., this new build- 
ing will accommodate 275 boys in 
the Junior Technical School of 
Engineering, while the School of 
Art provides accommodation for one 
hundred boys and girls in the junior 
art department, and up to one thou- 
sand part-time day and evening 
students. The total estimated. cost 
of the College is £115,000, of which 
approximately £20,000 was allocated 
to apparatus, equipment, etc. 

Construction. — The building 
is planned round three quadrangles. 
The structure consists of a rein- 
forced concrete frame, with floors, 
staircases and flat roofs also in 
reinforced concrete. Externally the 
walls are faced with brown bricks, 
laid in Dutch bond. The bands, 
copings, etc., are in cast stone. 
The windows are metal casemenis, 
set directly into the brickwork or 
stonework. The floors are finished 
with hardwood blocks, except for a 
few of the workshops and sanitary 
offices, which have granolithic floors. 

PLaNNING.—The main front, 349 ft. 
long, contains the main and 
secondary entrances, the principal’s 
room, waiting-room, clerk’s office, 
inquiry office, offices for the heads 
of departments, locker-room, switch 
room and cloakroom, and sanitary 
accommodation for male and female 
students. The remaining portion of 
the front is set back a distance of 
47 ft., and extends for a further 
138 ft., giving a total frontage of 
487 ft. The road passes under an 
archway to the workshop quad- 
rangle. Other accommodation on 
this floor may be studied from the 
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THE ASSEMBLY HALL. 


plan. The assembly hall will also 
be used as a dining-room, and a 
kitchen is provided under the gal- 
lery with a buttery hatch service 
into the hall. The stage is divided 
from the hall by a proscenium, the 
opening of which is fitted with 
sound-resisting sliding doors, which 
may be pushed back from behind 
the proscenium walls when a stage 
is required, or closed to form a class- 
room. A large room is provided 
under the stage for storage. 

The main front at first floor is 
occupied by the male students’ 
common-room, library and reading- 
room, drawing office and blue print 
room, and the office of the head of 
the School of Art. One wing con- 
tains the women’s staff room and 
three classrooms, and the other the 
elementary art room, photographic 
laboratory, studio and three dark 
rooms. In the workshop block 
rooms are devoted to printing, and 
the remaining rooms on this floor 
include a private study for the 
headmaster of the Art School, and 
craft and staff rooms. 

The main front at second floor 
contains a drawing office, store and 
domestic science room, with stores 
and larder. The two wings are 
occupied by three classrooms, and 
over the main hall are a dress- 
making room, etc., women students’ 
common room and private studies. 
There is also an exhibition hall. In 
the workshop block there are rooms 
for window display and shop dress- 
ing, metalwork with furnace and 
fitting-rooms adjoining, painting 
and decorating, cabinet-making. 
modelling and casting and various 
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stores. The main and secondary 
towers have upper storeys to be used 
as store rooms and carry the tanks: 
for the water supply.

ProsLeEM.—To provide a new out- 
patients’ department, enlarge the 
administrative department, provide 
new ward accommodation, squint 
training department, pathological 
department, and generally to re- 
organise the old building. 


Site.—The limited area of site, 
decreased still further by building 
lines, made it necessary to place 
wards over the out-patients’ depart- 
ment, and a block plan suitable for 
both had therefore to be found. The 
triangular space of ground before 
the east front may eventually be 
thrown open, when this front will 
become an important feature when 
seen from the open space of Chapel 
Ash. 

Pian.—The old out-patients’ de- 
partment was demolished and a 
new one built, joining up to and 
using a small portion of the old. 
The medical] staff required one large 
consulting room, in which four sur- 
geons can take refraction tests, with 
adjoining consulting and dark 
rooms for the honorary surgeon of 
the day. The use of a heat- and 
glare-resisting glass made it pos- 
sible to plan consulting rooms on 
the south side. 

It was, of course, necessary to 
keep to the floor levels of the old 
building, and this gave a height of 
19 ft. 4 in. from ground to first 
floors. Advantage was taken of this 
to provide flats for the house sur- 
geon and porter in a mezzanine be- 
tween the two floors. 

Construction.—The higher por- 
tion of, building is steel-framed, 
with 16-in. hollow and 14-in. solid 
brick walls. Lower portion is of 
1l-in. hollow walls. There are r.c. 
hollow-block floors and roofs, the 
latter finished with asphalt on cork. 
Partitions are of hollow block. 

ELevations are of greyish-red, 


hand-made bricks with Hollington 
stone plinth, copings and window 
surrounds.

zinc-sprayed. Staircase windows 
are glass-concrete. 

INTERNAL FINISHES.—Floors : green 
rubber generally; brown tiles in 
lavatories, etc. Walls: painted on 
plaster; buff terrazzo in  out- 
patients’ department; tiles in bath- 
rooms. Ceilings: suspended ceilings 
on metal lathing throughout; acous- 
tic plaster in waiting hall, consult- 
ing room and boardroom.

This is an example of the re- 
construction and modernising of 
an out-of-date cinema. In the 
old building the entrance was at 
the stage end ; and this has been 
revised, involving new staff and 
projector rooms, etc., at the 
front. Although the main walls 
have been retained, the front 
élevation has been completely 
transformed, as will be seen from 
the photographs. 

The walling generally is faced- 
up with stone plaster, and the 
fin, base and dressings are in black 
faience. The elevation generally 
is treated as a background for 
display, the neon installation form- 
ing an integral part of the design.

OBITUARY 


Alexander M‘Gibbon, A.R.1.B.A. (Ret’d.). 


We regret to have to record the death, 
at the age of 77, of Mr. Alexander 
M‘Gibbon, A.R.I.B.A. (Ret’d.).§ Mr. 
M‘Gibbon was a native of Glasgow, and 
spent the whole of his professional life in 
the city. In his early years he acted as 
assistant to Mr. James Séllars, Sir John 
Burnet, and Mr. John Honeyman. In 
1890, Mr. M‘Gibbon joined the teaching 
staff of the architectural department of 
Glasgow School of Art, first as assistant 
to Mr. William James Anderson, whom he 
succeeded as Professor of Architecture in 
the school, a position he retained. until 
his retirement in the session 1924-25. 
While still a young man, Mr. M‘Gibbon 
developed very considerable skill in 
draughtsmanship, and a series of draw- 
ings by him of the cathedrals, abbeys, and 
notable churches in Scotland will especi- 
ally be recalled. A number of years ago he 
completed a series of articles on cathedrals, 
illustrated by his own drawings, and these 
appeared in The Builder. He was also 
notable as a perspective artist. On his 
retirement from the School of Art he was 
presented with his portrait, painted by his 
friend and colleague in the school, the late 
Maurice Greiffenhagen, R.A. 


Charles Spooner, F.R.1.B.A. 


We regret to record the death on Fri- 
day, December 30, of Mr. Charles Sydney 
Spooner, F.R.1.B.A., of Eyot Cottage, 
Chiswick Mall. Mr. Spooner, who was 
76, designed a number of churches and 
took particular interest in decorative 
details, especially in woodcarving. For 
many years he conducted the classes in 
woodwork at the L.C.C. Central School 
of Arts and Orafts and was a member of 
the committee of the Art Workers’ Guild 
and of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition 
Society. An early example of his work 
in church designing is St. Gabriel’s, 
Aldersbrook, near Wanstead, and others 
which followed were St. Christopher’s, 
Haslemere, St. Bartholomew’s, Ipswich, 
and St. Michael and All Angels, Little 
Ilford. His latest church, St. Paul’s, 
East Ham, he considered his best. 

On retiring in 1930, he designed for him- 
self a charming country house at Bur- 
wash, Sussex. Another work of his was 
No. 52, Tufton-street, Westminster. Mr. 
Spooner also designed a great deal of 
decorative woodwork for churches. He 
was a keen member of the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings and 
was co-author, with Sir Charles Nichol- 
son, F.R.I.B.A., of ‘‘ Recent English 
Ecclesiastical Architecture.” 


R. A. Loveitt, A.R.1.B.A. 


Mr. Rowland Arthur Loveitt, A-R.I.B.A., 
whose death at the age of 58 is an- 
nounced, was for nearly 20 years chief 
architect to Messrs. Courtaulds. He was 
articled to Mr. Foster, of Coventry, 
and was elected A.R.1.B.A. in 1907. After 
a period in private practice in London, 
he returned just after the war to 
Coventry to join Messrs. Courtaulds as 
their first architect. 


Alderman H. M. Caley. — 


The death, at the age of 79, is reported 
of Alderman Herbert Murkin Caley. The 
son of the late Lawrence Caley, he was 
born at Hambledon, Hants, and educated 
at Tonbridge School. In 1883, on the 
death of his father (to whom he was 
articled) he set up in practice in Tun- 
bridge Wells, retiring in 1933. Among 
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the buildings he designed were the 
Borough Sanatorium, business premises 
in High-street, St. John’s Free Church, 
Culverden Hall, Wadhurst Memorial 
Hall, and much domestic work. He was 
hon. architect to the old Eye and Ear 
Hospital. Mr. Caley took an active part 
in local government affairs, and was 
Mayor of the town in 1908. 


A. J. Taylor, F.R.1.B.A.,; F.1.Arb. 


It is with regret that we record the 
death of Mr. A.: J. Taylor, F.R.1.B.A., 
F.I.Arb., M.1I.Struct.E., Architect to the 
Spa Committee of the Bath Corporation. 
Mr. Taylor, who died on Christmas night 
at his home, 2, Forester-road, Bath, aged 
60, had been ill for some months, one 
of his last official engagements being to 
conduct H.R.H. the Duchess of Kent 
over the Roman remains at Bath in the 
autumn. : 

He was responsible for many public 
buildings in Bath, being the architect for 
the Royal United and Forbes Fraser Hos- 
pitals, the city’s secondary schools, and 
the new Bath Fire Station. He was also 
joint architect with Messrs. Adams, 
Holden and Pearson, FF.R.I.B.A., of the 
projected Royal National Hospital for 
Rheumatic Diseases. Other buildings 
designed by him include Torquay Medical 
and Swimming Baths; Bath Medical 
Baths and Spa buildings; Bournemouth 
racecourse and buildings; Chepstow race- 
course and buildings; new stands at New- 
bury, Salisbury, Bath and Wincanton 
racecourses; Bath housing schemes; 
Swindon Cold Storage Ice Factory; Red 
House Restaurants, biscuit and choco- 
late factory, Bath; the Beau. Nash and 
Seala Cinemas; and St. Bartholomew’s 
Church. 

Mr. Taylor was educated at Sturges’s 
Studio and at Browning’s Weston 
School; he later became a pupil of the 
late Major Davis, then City Architect of 
Bath, and was elected a member of the 
Society of Architects, of which body he 
was President in the last year of its 
existence before it was absorbed by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects. He 
was also a member of the Council of the 
Institution of Structural Engineers. 
Shortly after the War he joined in part- 
nership with Mr. A. C. Fare, R.W.A., 
A.R.I.B.A., 
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Mr. Taylor had a unique knowledge of 
the Roman remains in Bath,. for he as- 
sisted Major Davis, who was responsible 


for uncovering them. In 1928 he made 
further excavations on the Kingston 
Buildings site. Among his earliest work 
for the Old Baths Committee was the 
reduction from a chaotic: muddle to 
proper order of the Roman museum, and, 
with the aid of Professor Llawverfield, of 
Christ Church, Oxford, he labelled and 
catalogued the antiquities which had been 
discovered. He compiled the handbook 
on the Roman remains which has gone 
through many editions. 


Edmond J. Hill. 

We regret to announce the death of 
Mr. Edmond J. Hill, the senior director 
of Messrs. Higgs and Hill, Ltd. 

Although he had been less active in 
recent years owing to indifferent health, 
of late he seemed as. sprightly as 
ever and his sudden death at the age 
of 69, while taking his Christmas holiday 
at Wengen, came as a great shock to 
his many relations and friends. 

He was a Fellow of the. Institute of 
Builders and one of the earliest members 
of the London Rotary Club. He also 
rendered valuable service to the industry 
and its charities, having served as a 
President of the L.M.B.A., the Builders’ 
Benevolent Institution, and the Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution.

GLOUCESTER ARCHITECTURAL 
ASSOCIATION 

_ Tue Gloucestershire Architectural Associa- 
tion held its dinner on Friday, December 16, 
at the Queen’s Hotel, Cheltenham. Mr. 
L. W. Barnard, F.R.1.B.A., presided. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The R.I.B.A. and 
the Allied Societies,’ Mr. D. L. Lipson, 
M.A., M.P., said that politics and architects 
had a great deal in common, particularly in 
that both must desire peace. Another war 
would inevitably result in many of the 
world’s —— architectural treasures being 
destroyed. Both, too, were interested in 
trying to preserve what still remained of the 
English countryside and lovely old buildings 
—to protect them from the none too tender 
mercies of the jerry-builders and the vandal. 
In associating the name of Mr. Goodhart- 
Rendel with the toast, he referred in appre- 
ciative terms to the fact that Mr. Goodhart- 
Rendel had been instrumental in securing for 
Cheltenham Museum a copy of the *‘ Chelten- 
ham Chronicle ’’ printed on silk in 1839 and 
originally presented to Queen Victoria. 

Mr. H. 8. Goopnarr-Renpex, P.R.I.B.A., 
replying, said it was impossible to be in 
Cheltenham without wanting to -talk about 
Cheltenham. 

‘** As an architect, I have long been some- 
thing of a Papworth ‘ fan,’ and every visitor 
not an architect, and possibly never having 
heard of Papworth, must have received a 
great deal of pleasure from the charming 
buildings for which he was responsible. 

‘* T wonder whether their merits were recog- 
nised in the later days when the town became 
the stronghold of that comfortable piety 
satirised by Anthony Trollope in Miss Mac- 
kenzie. I imagine that in those days they 
were probably thought to be slightly tainted 
with the worldliness that in the rival city of 
Bath still suggested such shocking memories. 

‘Tt was in those days that Dean Cluse 
came into architectural history with his tre- 
mendous Fifth of November sermon entitled 
‘** The Restoration of Churches is the Restora- 
tion of Popery,’” a sermon that made many 
excellent old ladies very nervous for the rest 
of their lives when in the presence of a 
reredos or a chancel screen. * 

** Some years later, as you may réniember, 
ecclesiological fashions were too strong even 
for him, and he built the pretty little church 
of St. Peter in a style that seemed almost to 
amount to a recantation.”’ 
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Speaking of the work of the Institute, the 
speaker went on to say that it was a learned 
society primarily and a professional association 
secondarily. Their traditions of scholarship, 
their research, and the work continually being 
done in their unrivalled library played an im- 
portant part in the intellectual activity of the 
nation, and invested them with an authority 
no purely professional association could ever 
have claimed. 

After dealing swith problems facing the In- 
stitute, the speaker, alluding to the Allied 
Societies, said he often thought that the 
Government might feel more confident than 
it did about the future of the Empire if the 
Dominions could be said with certainty to have 
‘* allied society ’’ status. 

Mr. H. Srrarron Davis, M.C., F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., proposed the toast of ‘‘ The Visi- 
tors,’ and Mr. G. Trevor WELLINGTON, 
J.P., the Mayor of Gloucester, responding, 
spoke of the efforts being made in the pre- 
servation of rural England, and ALDERMAN 
R, A. Gazz, J.P., the Mayor of Tewkesbury, 
alluded with pride to the beautiful old build- 
ings to be found in his own town and said 
that he and his Town Council were deter- 
mined that nothing should spoil them. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Gloucestershire 
Architectural Association,”” the Mayor of 
Cheltenham, Mr. Joun Howe Lt, said he sin- 
cerely hoped the scheme for a new £91,000 
Winter Garden for Cheltenham would be- 
come an accomplished fact. 

In his response, Mr. L. W. BARNarp re- 
ferred, especially, in praiseworthy terms to 
the capabilities of the architectural students 
in Gloucestershire. 

A feature of the event was the menu card, 
the cover of which was cleverly designed by 
Mr. John L. Jones, and depicted examples of 
historical architecture in Gloucestershire.

Alister and Messrs. J. R. Edwards, W. Jones, 
C. W. Pike, R. Owen Seacome and C. F.

“WET TIME’ INSURANCE 


Mr. Witt MELLor, Secretary, Nationa} 
Federation of Master Painters and 
Decorators, writes from 19, Brazennose- 
street, Manchester, 2, as follows:— 
“There is at present under considera- 
tion by the Ministry of Labour a so-called 
Building Industry Supplementary Un- 
employment Insurance Scheme (Wet- 
time Insurance) which, if adopted by the 
Ministry, will apply compulsorily to 
many thousands of employers and 
workers in over thirty separate trades. 
Only a very small proportion of those 
affected have any knowledge of the pro- 
visions of the scheme, and yet everyone 
concerned ought to be consulted on a 
matter which so seriously affects every 
employer and worker in these trades. 

‘** The scheme will apply to: Bricklayers, 
masons, tilers and fixers, plasterers, 
paviors, workers in pre-cast concrete and 
artificial stone, slaters, plumbers, gas and 
water fitters, heating and ventilating en- 
gineers, zinc workers, painters, decorators, 
sign writers, paperhangers, glaziers, car- 
penters, joiners, asphalters, crane drivers, 
demolition workers, mechanical tool 
operators, constructional steel workers, 
navvies, scaffolders and others. 

“Tf the scheme comes into operation, 
many thousands of employers and workers 
will be compelled to pay heavy weekly 
contributions (enforceable by law) against 
an entirely non-existent risk. 

‘** Every employer and every worker in 
the trades mentioned above should apply 
at once to the Secretary, the Ministry of 
Labour, Montagu House, Whitehall, Lon- 
don, S8.W.1, for a copy of the scheme, and 
before January 7 forward to the same 
address their opinion of the scheme. 
There is no time to spare. Those con- 
nected with the painting industry should, 
in addition, get into touch with me.” 
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OFFICIAL A.R.P. AND THE 
ARCHITECT 


R.1.B.A. JUNIOR MEMBERS’ 
COMMITTEE. 


A meeTING of the R.I.B.A. Junior Mem- 
bers’ Committee was held on Wednesday, 
December 13, when Professor J. B. 5. 
Haldane, M.A., F.R.S., and Mr. R. T. F. 
Skinner, A.R.I.B.A., and Mr, Eric L. Bird, 
A.R.I.B.A., opened a discussion on 
“‘ Official A.R.P. and the Architect.’ Mr. 
K. J. Campbell, A.R.I.B.A., presided. 


Professor HatpaNeE began by suggesting 
that A.R.P. was three-quarters technique 
and one-quarter organisation; a primary 
criticism of the official schemes was that they 
emphasised organisation and paid _ scant 
attention to technique. If A.R.P. had been 
seriously undertaken ten years ago an 
entirely different programme would have been 
possible to that required to meet the present 
emergency. Now we had to plan A.R.P. for 
a reasonable possibility of war within a year. 
Dispersal, he emphasised, did nothing to 
reduce the chance of death. One individual 
among a hundred men together in a room 
was no more, and in some respects less, 
likely to be killed than those hundred men 
scattered more widely in the vulnerable area. 
What could we do? The speaker questioned 
the efficacy of ‘‘ shelter rooms ’’ and propped- 
up basements. Unless we were making very 
substantial shelters we should aim, he sug- 
gested, at trying to reduce the area within 
which a bomb would kill a given person 
rather than at trying to protect against direct 
hits. Roughly speaking, it would be true to 
say that the value of a shelter was doubled 
as its area was halved. 


Concluding, the speaker discussed some 
questions concerning underground shelters. 
The cost of tunnels in London clay had been 
shown to be £11-£15 per head, including 
entrances. It was not easy to see how they 
could be put to other uses; 7 ft. was adequate 
for an A.R.P. tunnel; considerably more was 
needed for roads; as spaces were increased so 
was the risk of collapse. Similarly, garage 
shelters needed large span roofs and were 
thus more easily destroyed. However, these 
difficulties might perhaps be overcome. 


Mr. R. T. F. Skinner asked what should 
architects do? Their A.R.P. functions were 
enormous, and extended far beyond the 
elementary business of designing trenches and 
basement shelters in buildings. A.R.P. meant 
the complete reconstruction of their ideas 
about buildings and town planning. Now 
was their chance to make town planning more 
than a joke, and to reconstruct towns, locate 
industries with foresight, improve traffic 
arteries and rationalise services. The Govern- 
ment had done nothing to organise architects 
and engineers to deal with the vitally im- 
portant matter of demolition and support, 
which was a problem of first urgency after 
every raid which could only be dealt with by 
experienced technical men. 


Evacuation Camps. 

Evacuation was not merely a business of 
getting people out but of housing, feeding, 
teaching, doctoring them in their evacuation 
camps. No camps had been planned. It 
was the architect’s job to see that the need 
for them was understood and eventually to 
plan and build a camp which was a more 
efficient and economic form of housing 
evacuated population than miscellaneous 
billeting ik which fulfilled also a crying 
peace-time need. 


As important as anything, however, was 
the construction of shelters. The work in 
any given locality must be co-ordinated. This 
was as necessary for economic reasons as for 
any other. Too much stress had been laid 
on cost of bomb-proof shelters, and the Home 
Office had suggested that blast- and splinter- 
proof shelters were all that could be expected. 
The speaker disagreed. People here, as in 
Spain, would insist on bomb-proof protection 
when the bombs came and then they would 
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get them. Money spent on less efficient pro- 
tection would have been wasted 

Trenches had limited efficacy, but it was 
impossible to provide large areas of London 
with a proper trench system, and trenches 
had no peace-time use. The cost of providing 
blast- and splinter-proof protection in existing 
houses was very expensive compared with 
the cost of trenches. Complete protection 
could be provided in shelters at £8 a head, a 
figure which compared favourably with £2 
cost per head of trenches. In_ certain 
densely populated central districts of London 
where large sums of money were being spent 
on blast-proof protection there was more 
risk of a building being damaged by a direct 
hit than by blast and splinter, and _ conse- 
pes direct hit protection was the first 
need. 

The speaker contested the objections that 
had been made to car park shelters. With 
proper design it was possible to make shelters 
that were efficient for both uses, and the cost 
was shared. Costs also were reduced on the 
schemes he proposed by making the shelters 
as multi-storeyed structures in which the cost 
of the expensive protecting slab would be 
spread over many floors. An efficient shelter 
for about 7,000 people should not cost more 
than £8 per head without taking into account 
the revenue produced by the car park. 


The R.1.B.A.’s Part. 

Mr. Eric L. Brrp, A.R.I.B.A., said that 
the R.I.B.A., far from having done little with 
regard to structural A.R.P., had, in fact, 
taken a leading part in it. He had himself 
been appointed as one of the R.I.B.A. repre- 
sentatives on the Home Office Structural 
Precautions Committee three years previously. 
That Committee was representative of the 
principal -technical institutions, and~ the 
speaker outlined the work of the Committee 
in advising the Home Office, and described 
the work that the R.I.B.A. had done and 
was doing. He agreed with the majority of 
points made by the two previous speakers, 
but pointed out that the aim of A.R.P. was 
not to prevent all casualties—that was an 
impossible ideal—but to help towards win- 
ning a war by making air raids not worth 
while to the enemy. An important factor 
in this was maintaining the life and work of 
the nation, especially in the production of 
munitions work, which it would be the aim 
of an enemy to hinder. Therefore he felt 
that deep shelter systems in which people 
would be tempted to remain for many hours 
would cause the loss of a great volume of 
working time. Shelters ought to be provided 


immediately adjacent to places of work and. 


dwelling so that they could be occupied 
easily in the very short warning time that 
would be available and evacuated immediately 
after raiding aircraft had passed. 

The speaker was also opposed to deep 
shelters or shelters which claimed to exclude 
the direct hit because he thought the official 
Government policy of protection against all 
forms of attack except the direct hit would 
so reduce casualties as to make air raiding 
hardly worth while. The majority of casual- 
ties in Spain had been caused by collapse of 
buildings on to basements; therefore direct 


hits had been very few. Also “ surface ”’ 
protection was very much cheaper than 
‘direct hit’’ protection, which required 


incredibly thick constructions to be effective. 
The nation could be given complete ‘‘ sur- 
face ’’ protection in six or nine months if the 
resources of the building industry were pro- 
perly mobilised, whereas deep and elaborate 
shelters for the whole population would take 
years to construct and be very costly. 

He disagreed with Professor Haldane’s 
statement that the kilo incendiary bomb was 
not a menace. In that connection he wished 


to emphasise that structural A.R.P. was con-. 


cerned with many other things besides the 
construction of shelters, and one of them was 
the protection of buildings against the effects 
of incendiary bombs. 

Experience in China had shown that the 
modern well-built multi-floor building was 
highly resistant to the effects of high explo- 
sive. The really vulnerable areas were the 
rotten old cores of towns. 


LONDON BUILDING 
BY-LAWS—XLV 


By ALFRED H. BARNES, F.R.!.B.A., and 

C. ROLAND WOODS, M.B.E., LL.B. 
PART VIII.—MISCELLANEOUS (continued). 
Party Partitions. 

THERE remains to be considered the 
vertical fire-check which, though within a 
building, constitutes a party structure— 
that is to say (in the words of the definition 
in Section 5 of the Act of 1930), constitutes 
a partition separating rooms approached 
by distinct staircases or separate 
entrances from without. A common ex- 
ample of such a structure is the division 
between ‘‘ lock-up ” shops in the ground- 
floor storey of a building, the upper 
storeys of which are in other occupation. 

Section 80 (3) of the London Building 
Act, 1930, required the floors and prin- 
cipal staircases of buildings exceeding 25 
squares in area containing separate sets 
of offices or rooms in different tenancies to 
be constructed of fire-resisting materials. 
In this way, while horizontal fire checks, 
in the form of fire-resisting floors, were 
provided for in certain cases, no vertical 
checks were required. To refer again to 
the example given—a row of lock-up shops 
—had these shops consisted of a series of 
one-storey buildings, under Section 80 (1) 
of the Act of 1930 they would have been 
separated by suitable vertical checks. 
Assume, however, that a block of flats 
were superimposed on the same shops, 
although, if the area exceeded 25 squares, 
a fire-resisting floor would have been 
required in a separation between the shops 
and flats, the party walis could then have 
been removed and matched-board parti- 
tions substituted. 

By-law No. 137 repairs this omission of 
the Act by requiring “every partition 
(being a party structure)” to be con- 
structed of solid incombustible material 
not less than 3 in. thick where the height 
does not exceed 10 ft., and 44 in. thick 
where it does, no matter what size the 
building. The partition must be rendered 
on both sides above required thickness. 

It may be noticed that this is the only 
mention in the by-laws of a “ partition.” 
Part IV, for instance, refers invariably to 
“partition walls,’ thus bringing such 
structures under the requirements apper- 
taining to walls. The question naturally 
arises whether this is a deliberate differ- 
entiation in order to exonerate the party 
partition from such rules for the con- 
struction of walls as are contained in by- 
law No. 53. In actual practice, however, 
the question of whether in this excep- 
tional case the partition should be deemed 
to be a wall or not will probably be of 
little moment, since the thicknesses given 
are minima subject to any additional work 
necessary for stability being provided to 
the satisfaction of the district surveyor. 
The requirements of by-law No. 137 being 
evidently with a view to fire-prevention as 
well as stability, and by-law No. 53 being 
mainly concerned with stability, it 1s 
hardly likely that the district surveyor 
will be satisfied with anything less where 
stability plus a fire-stop is concerned than 
what would be required for stability only. 

With reference to the minimum thick- 
ness specified, the requirements of the 
3-in. partition would be satisfied by the 
use of a 3in. partition block, or, if brick- 
work were preferred, a half-brick wall. 
The 4}-in. thickness, however, is } in. 
more than the breadth of the usual 4 in. 
block, and’a 4 in. more than the standard 
width of a brick.

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TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


TOWN PLANNING IN RELATION TO DEFENCE. 


A paPeR entitled “ Town Planning in 
Relation to Defence”’ was read by Sir 
Alexander Rouse, C.I.E., before a recent 
meeting of the Town Planning Institute. 

After some introductory remarks concern- 
ing the forms of air attack, the bombs likely 
to be used and the effect produced by them 
on explosion, Sm ALEXANDER RovseE said : 
The town planner is less concerned with the 
immediate questions of how to protect the 
population and industry in its present circum- 
stances, than with the longer view of how he 
can plan for the future to prevent the dangers 
inherent in the present system or lack of sys- 
tem in planning being perpetuated and aggra- 
vated, and how development and rebuilding in 
crowded areas can be so directed as to reduce 
the present deplorably vulnerable agglomera- 
tions of residential, business and industrial 
buildings. 

The ideals of town planning will be to pro- 
vide the maximum amount of open space 
compared with the area occupied by the 
houses and to provide wide roads which will 
not be blocked by falling debris, and will pro- 
vide ease of access and escape. 

The buildings should not be too high, and 
should be of fireproof construction, and if of 
any considerable height they should be of 
steel or concrete frame construction, and there 
should be adequate shelter accommodation in 
or within easy access of every building (prefer- 
ably in the building). 

een the A.R.P. point of view, the worker 
should not be too close to the factory or plant 
which may be an object of attack, and should 
yet be within easy reach, so that he should not 
have too far to travel from the shelter at his 
place of work to the shelter at his home. The 
answer would appear to be the redistribution 
of industry, so that the home of the worker 
could be within easy reach of the factory or 
place of business. 


Housing of Werkers. 

The problem [proceeded the lecturer] is 
how the workers can be safely housed near to 
their work. By removal of the old terraced 
buildings, space can be made for flats of rea- 
sonable dimensions, still leaving a large 
amount of open space, but these new flats 
must be of frame design and not of the flimsy 
type now being constructed, which have solid 
bearing walls of the minimum strength to 
comply with existing regulations, and there 
must be adequate shelter accommodation in 
every block of flats. The additional cost of 
such construction is often said to be prohibi- 
tive, but I feel that the ingenuity of the 
architects and builders of England, if they 
give their minds to this problem, can find a 
solution which will add little if anything to 
the cost of the buildings. 

But when all that is possible has been done 
to mitigate the evil on the lines indicated, 
we shall still be left with vast agglomera- 
tions of the populace to be dealt with in 
time of war. The children, above all, must 
be preserved and should be removed to safer 
zones, and the aged and superfluous popula- 
tion must also be evacuated, as they only 
complicate the problems of shelter protection. 
The worker, and those who minister to the 
needs of the worker, must be enabled to 
work and sleep in reasonable safety and must 
be able to go to and fro either in safety or with 
the assurance that he can take refuge at any 
moment in his daily travel. Some thought 
must also be given to his recreations. 

It is easy tv suggest the provision of deep 
bomb-proof shelters for everybody under every 
street, but this type of shelter is useless for 
any peace-time purpose. How much better 
would it be if our homb-proof shelters could 
have definite peace-time uses, and be, if pos- 
sible, an asset to the nation, whether a war 
comes or not. 

I would like to suggest to you a few 
thoughts on what I may call the long-term 


policy of plannin, To begin 


ing for A.R.P. 
with, our roads railways in, for example, 


London. No one can say that the roads are 
adequate for our peace-time needs, and the 
tubes and underground railways also are at 
the rush hours terribly inadequate. 

Must we not therefore look for a far more 
drastic solution to the problem than surface 
development? Why must we bring all our 
goods into the heart of London and distribute 
them in heavy road transport? Could we not 
put this traffic underground in road tunnels 
or carry it by goods railways underground? 
Again, could we not increase our tubes and 
decrease the buses which encumber our roads? 

Much has been said about the use of tubes 
and underground railways as air-raid shelters, 
but very little consideration is required to 
see that in time of war these already over- 
burdened railways will be essential for the 
movements of the populace in comparative 
safety. If, however, we could increase these 
in peace-time and supplement them with 
underground roads or goods traffic lines, 
it would be pcssible in war-time to allocate 
some portions as air-raid shelters. Moreover, 
if these supplementary lines were carried at 
low levels to points well clear of the congested 
areas, it would be possible to evacuate the 


children in perfect safety to points where 


the danger is less. 

The exits from vur large industrial areas 
are also matters which require the considera- 
tion of the town-planner. A few lucky shots 
could hamper evacuation and even daily 
traffic enormously. In what other ways can 
we devise our air-raid shelters which have 
peace-time uses? Underground car parks 
are a profitable course of investigation, as 
these would relieve our streets of many stand- 
ing vehicles. I should like to issue a caveat 
about these, however (and, in fact, about all 
large shelters). They must afford reasonable 
protection against direct hits from at least the 
medium-sized H.E. bomb, otherwise there is 
a serious danger of large numbers of people 
being scuppered with one bomb. Why 
should not a modern multiple store or office 
provide an underground garage for its cus- 
tomers, instead of encumbering the neigh- 
bouring streets with waiting cars? 


Underground Theatres and Cinemas. 

Another attractive idea is to put theatres, 
restaurants, cinemas and suchlike places of 
entertainment underground. They require no 
daylight, and if provided with mechanical 
ventilation and atmosphere would be no more 
unbearable and might be considerably less so 
than in many such places of entertainment 
that I know,of. Again, why should we waste 
our overground space on storehouses, ware- 
houses, food depots, etc.? The buildings 
might cost more, but the saving in land- 
costs would probably more than cover that, 
and it cannot cost more to lower the goods 
for storage than to raise them the same dis- 
tance. 

One last thought I would like to leave with 
you. As our President, Mr. Acfield, pointed 
out in his presidential address, nothing can 
retard the improvement in the aeroplane, and 
it is difficult to envisage any. rules of inter- 
national law which will effectively deter the 
aggressor from utilising this arm for an 
attack such as I have described, and it is 
our plain duty to plan on the supposition that 
what might have happened a few weeks ago 
may only be a fraction of the possibilities 
of the future, and from now forward the risk 
of air attack must be envisaged and provided 
for as far as ible. 

And I have not the least doubt that you all 
have your own pet ideas on retrenchment to 
meet your favourite scheme of development. 
I will not enlarge on this, but in planning for 
the purposes of defence I would impress on 
be that in your schemes you should never 
ose sight of the question of postponement 
of unessential development, however desirable, 
to meet the cost of planning for defence which 
may be vital to our very existence as a nation. 
Discussion. 

Mr. F. Lonestrera Tompson (Past- 
President), moving the vote of thanks, said 
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it was quite obvious that the measures which 
would’ be necessary, according to the figures 
given by Sir Alexander, to afford protection 
to the inhabitants of our towns would be so 
costly and take so long as to make them 
totally impracticable. To afford effective 
protection would entail either the complete 
rebuilding of our existing towns in bomb- 
proof construction, or, alternatively, to scatter 
the population over the countryside. He was 
convinced that. the provisions for defence 
against air attack which it had been suggested 
should be incorporated in our planning policy 
were not only impracticable and ineffective 
but fundamentally wrong in method. Real 
air raid precautions seemed to him to be those 
initiated’ by the Prime Minister at Munich, 
and it was in that direction rather than in 
attempting to plan a troglodyte existence that 
he hoped our efforts would be made. 

Mr. W. Harpinc Tompson said at first 
sight it looked rather as if the present method 
of defence should be to have buildings and 
people scattered all over the seumaaneiee. In 
his opinion that would not be the best 
method .of defence. Defence against air 
attacks certainly implied the dispersal of 
means of production, of administration and, 
to some extent, of the population. But in 
— so we must beware of lowering the 
morale of the population. As had been seen 
in the last war, it was more difficult to 
maintain the morale of small posts and small 
communities than that of large ones. County 
council headquarters were now in many cases 
in the centres of fairly large towns. It 
might be better to have such headquarters 
in rural areas to which people could be 
evacuated without much embarrassment to 
arterial roads and other traffic. The provision 
of summer camps for schools was an idea 
worth exploring. With regard to the de- 
centralisation of industry, new industries 
should be prohibited from establishing them- 
selves in the large cities, where even in peace 
time they were severely handicapped. 

Mr. W. R. Davince expressed the view 
that it was extremely difficult to hit an 
objective from the air and that the damage 
done might not be so great as was supposed. 
He thought that in planning for A.R.P. ycu 
must have directness, you must have amp’e 
roads or it was quite certain that evacuation 
could not be done in a day or two, a week 
or two or even a month or two. He urged 
definite Government encouragement of proper 
development on the right lines and in the 
right places. Instead of building new garden 
city cities we should have to encourage 
the proper development of existing cities on 
garden city lines. If you were going to move 
two million people out of London you must 
start preparing the proper development of 
the centres to which you were going to 
evacuate them. 

Mason Lestre RoseveareE (Borough En- 
gineer, Eastbourne) did not agree with Mr. 
Davidge’s optimism regarding the possible 
damage done by bombs and asked whether 
shelters should be placed underground or at 
surface level. In Spain it had been found 
more difficult to remove people from de- 
molished buildings which had a basement. 

Miss Marianne LOEHNBERG questioned the 
practicability of the majority of structural 
precautions proposed, particularly in London, 
where so many buildings were especially vul- 
nerable owing to their having been erected 
— the passing of the London Building 

ct. 

Mr. W. F. B. Lovett quoted Professor 
J. B. 8. Haldane’s recent book in arguing 
that experience in Spain had shown that 
underground shelters had done more to 
maintain the spirit of the population than 
anything else.

THE WELSH SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 
Exhibition of Students’ Work. 


Speaking at the Annual Exhibition of De- 
signs and Measured Drawings of the Welsh 
School of Architecture, at the Technical Col- 
lege, Cardiff, Mr. W. 8S. Purchon, M.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., Head of the School of Architec- 
ture, said that when it was decided that the 
Royal National Eisteddfod of Wales should be 
held in Cardiff for 1938, it was felt by the 
South Wales Institute of Architects that 
everything possible should be done to make 
the competitions in architecture an outstand- 
ing success. Largely owing to the generous 
contribution of that Institute, the prizes in 
architectural design amounted to £160. Mr. 

_ Percy Thomas, P-P.R.I.B.A., was adjudica- 
tor, and particularly interesting problems 
were set, the smaller one being a design 
for a group of 12 dwellings for aged people, 
for which prizes value £50 and £20 were 
offered, while the main subject was a design 
for a scheme comprising a physical culture 
centre and baths for Cardiff, for which prizes 
were offered of £60, £30 and £20. In this 
major competition, the first and third prizes 
were awarded to students of the Welsh School 
of Architecture, Mr. G. D. Ll. Richards gain- 
ing the first prize and Mr. Idris J, Lewis 
the third. 

The speaker mentioned other successes of 
students, and said that during the past twelve 
months the School had had the great advan- 
tage of a number of exhibitions arranged by 
the School jointly with the R.I1.B.A. and the 
South Wales Institute of Architects, and of 
the services of a number of specialist lec- 
turers. In this and many other ways, the 
R.1.B.A. and the South Wales Institute of 
Architects had been very helpful to the 
School, while! several of the leading local 
architects and members of the staff of the 
National Museum of Wales and others con- 
tinued to give help individually by the award 
of prizes and by acting as honorary lecturers, 
examiners and members of design juries. 

The speaker went on to say, ‘I believe 
that a school of architecture should do some- 
thing toward extending knowledge of the art 
outside its own walls, and among other efforts 
in this direction during the past year the 
School has been responsible for lectures to a 
large number of students in secondary schools 
and a broadcast talk. May I say that the 
scheme for the degree of B.Arch. has been 
completely approved by the authorities of the 
University of Wales, and that we are now 
awaiting the final approval of the Privy 
Council. 

‘It should be said that it is not easy for 
a comparatively small school such as ours even 
to reach the standard set for registration and 
for exemption from the Royal Institute’s 
examinations. . . . The results which the 
school has achieved could only have been 
gained by very hard and enthusiastic work 
on the part of the staff and by serious study 
and steady, hard work on the part of the 
students, but I am sure that staff and students 
alike consider such efforts well worth while. 

‘‘The success of a School of Architecture 
depends partly on its resources, but also on 
the vigour and ability of its members, staff 
and students alike, and on the extent to which 
they can achieve self-discipline and unity. I 
hope that this Exhibition indicates that, to 
some extent at least, we are progressing in 
that direction. 


LIVERPOOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 
SOCIETY. 


Visit to Factory. 


A visit of the above Society was made on 
a recent Saturday to a new factory at 
Welwyn Garden City. The architects were 
Professor Salvisberg, of Zurich, and Mr. 
€. Stanley Browne, of London, and the latter, 
with Mr. R. H. Manthei and Mr. Field, very 
kindly showed members over the building. 
Afterwards tea was taken at the Cherry Tree, 
Welwyn Garden City, and the Secretary ex- 
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pressed the appreciation of the party in thank- 
ing them for explaining so fully the many 
unusual features of the design and construc- 
tion of the factory. Mr. R. H. Manthei has 
recently shown to members of the Society a 
documentary film of the construction of the 
building, and Mr. Field gave a short account 
of Professor Salvisberg’s work at a supper of 
the Society on December 2.

LEEDS COLLEGE OF TECHNOLOGY. 
Principal’s Report. 

The Leeds City Council’s approval of a 
proposal to make comprehensive provision for 
technology, commerce and art by the erection 
of a new college was mentioned recently by Mr. 
J. H. Everett, B.Sc., Principal of the Leeds 
College of Technology, in the course of his 
Report on the occasion of the distribution of 
awards at Leeds Town Hall. He added that 
the news of a new building would give 
pleasure and encouragement to both staff and 
students who have worked for years in un- 
suitable accommodation and surroundings. 

The session had been one of still further 
expansion in various directions, within the 
limits of the difficulties of accommodation. 
Enrolments increased by 10 per cent., and 
would appear to have definitely passed the 
4,000 mark; entries for examinations in- 
creased, and new courses were given. Fur- 
ther, more students and new courses meant 
that more firms had been brought into con- 
tact with technical education. 

There was serious need in many trades for 
a revival of “ apprenticeship’? in a new 
form suitable to the times. In the great 
majority of trades at the present day the 
only ‘‘ qualification’ for receiving the pay 
and status of a journeyman was the attain- 
ment of the age of 21. It was suggested that 
industrialists should co-operate with the Col- 
lege in devising schemes (separate for each 
trade) for issuing some agreed form of “ ap- 
prenticeship certificate,’ giving full recogni- 
tion to workshop training as well as to Techi- 
eal College training. It was claimed that 
this would raise the status of both the youths - 
and their craft, and would be accompanied 
by the pride of status. 

The matter had been discussed at some 
length, because it concerned the question of 
the co-operation of the College with industry. 
This co-operation was continued on all the 
usual lines during the session under review. 

‘‘ Many employtrs who take a very real 
interest in the technical education of: their 
employees, even to the extent of expending 
money in fees and prizes, would ultimately 
get a much better return if they went a step 
further and gave time also by allowing at 
least some of the technical training in prin- 
ciples to be done in the day-time. . . . There 
are at present part-time day courses in 
mechanical engineering, building, plumbing, 
etc.” ;

POSITION OF THE BUILDING 
~ _ INDUSTRY 


“Tue position of the building industry 
shows a further deterioration in spite of the 
favourable autumn weather,’ states the 
current issue of the Building Industries Sur- 
vey, published 5, the Building~ Industries 
National Council, 85, Gloucester-place, 
London, W.1. ‘‘ The number of unemployed 
building operatives in Great Britain in Novem- 
ber showed an increase on the year of 35,799, 
as compared with a rise in the previous month 
of 19,364. This progressive decline is attri- 
butable to the reduction of private work, 
which is only partly compensated by an 
acceleration of housing by public authorities 
and by work in connection with the rearma- 
ment programme. 

““In this connection it is important to 
realise that, although the statistics of build- 
ing plans approved may over-state the 
prospective decline in total activity, in that 
they exclude work undertaken directly for 
Government departments, they under-state 
the decline in private work, on which the 
industry normally depends, in that they 
include some work connected with the 
rearmament programme. 

“‘ The position of public works contractin 

is less favourable, the number of emmmhened 
operatives in Great Britain in November 
showing an increase on the year of 10,375, as 
compared with a rise of 3,119 in the previous 
month. This movement is greater than can 
be accounted for by normal seasonal in- 
fluences, especially in view of the favourable 
weather. 
_ “The position of the materials industries 
is not so well maintained. The outlook is for 
a continued decline in demand arising from 
normal private work, especially in the South 
of England, partly compensated by demands 
arising from the rearmament programme. 

“The other main factors influencing the 
future depend on Government policy. In the 
first place, the increased awareness of air-raid 
dangers since the crisis and the absence of 
any scheme for compensation may lead to a 
reduction in the. attractiveness of building as 
an investment, unless an effective scheme of 
compensation for war damage is devised and 
announced. 

“* Secondly, no official policy of providing 
structural protection for the civilian popula- 
tion has yet been announced,* in spite of the 
statement last July of the Committee on 
Evacuation, of which Sir John Anderson, now 
Lord Privy Seal, was chairman, that ‘ the 
recommendations we make do not in any way 
detract from the urgent need for adequate 
active defences in the air and on the ground, 
and for proper shelter accommodation and 
other measures of air-raid precautions.’ 

“‘ Thirdly, the five-year programmes of local 
authorities, which should now be in the hands 
of the Ministry of Health, provide the basis 
for a long-term policy of planned and stable 
constructional activity, but no official state- 
ment of policy or of the results of the survey 
has been made since it was undertaken.’’

A Leeds Hostel. 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman R. Winn) 
recently opened Shaftesbury House, Leeds 
Corporation’s £64,000 hostel, where lodgers 
will find comfortable accommodation for as 
little as a shilling a night. The hostel has 
been built as part of the Corporation’s plans 
to rehouse people displaced by slum clearance 
schemes. For the greater number of families 
separate self-contained cottage dwellings or 
tenement flats were provided, but there were 
many men and women who for good reasons 
preferred to live in a hostel among friends. At 
Shaftesbury House they find such accommo- 
dation with all the amenities of a modern 
hotel. -Alderman Blackah (Chairman, Hous- 
ing Committee) paid a tribute to the Housing

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THE CONTRACTOR’S 
OBLIGATIONS AND 
LIABILITIES—XiIll

DEFECTS AND MAINTENANCE CLAUSE. 


BurtpIng and engineering contracts usu- 
ally provide that all defects are to be made 
good by the contractor, and that he is to 
maintain the contract works for a given and 
agreed period. But quite apart from these 
provisions, a contractor must remember that 
his contract includes an implied and absolute 
warranty of fitness of the works for their 
intended purpose; and if they do not prove 
to be fit, then the employer, after first call- 
ing upon the contractor and giving him an 
opportunity of remedying the defect, may, if 
he does not make use of that opportunity, 
employ another contractor and deduct pay- 
ments made to this other contractor for the 
making good; and, in addition, sue the 
original contractor for damages in respect to 
any additional expense he has been put to. 


The defects and maintenance clause of a 
contract is on the whole advantageous both 
to the employer and the contractor. To the 
employer it gives a right of action for a 
breach of the clause at any time during the 
fixed maintenance period. To the contractor, 
except when there’ is fraud, dishonesty or 
collusion present, it has the advantage of 
determining his liability at a fixed date. For, 
in general, when a contractor undertakes to 
make good.defects discovered within a fixed 
period, his obligation extends to those de- 
fects (both patent and latent) which are 
existing or in fact discovered within the 
fixed period, though the reason or cause for 
these defects may not be discovered until the 
fixed period has expired. 

In Cunliffe v. Hampton Wick L.B. (1893), 
9 T.L.R. 378, the surveyor to the authority, 
who had supervised the construction of 
sewage works under a contract, certified its 
completion ; subsequently his successor found 
defects, and it was held that he ‘“‘as sur- 
veyor for the time being” could act under 
the clause for maintenance or repair of de- 
fects. In this case the contract expressly 
provided that the contractor was to obey the 
instructions of the surveyor, ‘‘or any other 
surveyor who might be appointed,” and it 
was clearly proved that the mischief had 
arisen from defects in the execution of the 
work and not from the design, or from the 
direction of the surveyor. 

There seems no doubt, however, but that 
the contractor is only liable for defects to the 
actual extent of discovery within the fixed 
period. In Marsden U.D.C. v. Sharp (1951), 
47 T.L.R. 549, affirmed (1931), 48 T.L.R. 23, 
a district council employed contractors to 
make a road. The contract contained this 
clause : ‘‘ Should it at any time subsequent 
to the termination of the period of mainten- 
ance up to but not exceeding a period of five 
years from the date of the completion of the 
works be discovered that the terms of the 
specification have been violated by the execu- 
tion of bad, insufficient or inaccurate work, 
the Council shall be at liberty to make good 
such work and to recover the cost thereof 
from the contractor.’’ It was held that the 
Council could recover only for’ the defects 
discovered within the five years to the actual 
extent of that discovery, and such discovery 
did not entitle the Council to recover for 
defects thereafter discovered. é 

Furthermore, if the architect’s or engi- 
neer’s final certificate of completion is given, 
the contractor is released from any further 
liability as to defects, unless fraud, dis- 
honesty or collusion is proved, or the con- 
tract provides for a review of such certificate 
by arbitration. In Leicester Guardians v. 
Trollope (1911), 75 J.P. 197, the contractor 
had obtained the: architect’s certificate of 
completion, and the~ maintenance period 
under the contract had lapsed; and indeed 
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it was not until after four years that dry 
rot was discovered, due to the fact that the 
clerk of the works had fraudulently per- 
mitted a floor to be laid, otherwise than in 
the way, and without the precautions against 
damp, provided for in the specification. The 
architect (Trollope) had failed to see that 
this part of his design was adhered to. The 
Guardians sued the architect for negligence, 
and it was held that the architect was per- 
sonally responsible for the consequences re- 
sulting from dry rot in the floor. It is inter- 
esting, however, to note what Channell, J., 
said : ‘‘that the builders had no authority to 
depart from the design. They were therefore 
to blame. ...If it is the fact that this 
omission was due to a fraud between the 
clerk of the works and the builders, then the 
builders might have been sued, and have 
been made liable in spite of the certificate. 
However, the builders were not sued, and the 
Guardians said to the architect, ‘You ought 
to have seen that the design was carried 
out.’ ”’ 

The ordinary ‘‘ defects and maintenance 
clause’’ does not include liability on the 
contractor’s part for ‘“‘wear and tear’’ during 
the fixed period, nor liability to reconstruct 
the work in case of destruction by fire or 
other causes not .due to the contractor’s de- 
fault. It includes liability for defects in 
construction alone.

LAW REPORTS 
DISPUTE OVER TEMPORARY FIRE ESCAPE. 
Cuancery Division. 
Before Mr. Justice Srmonps. 
Horton v. Town Investments, Ltd. 

In this case the plaintiff, Mr. Walter 
Thomas Horton, applied for an interlocutory 
injunction to restrain Town Investments, 
Ltd., 50, South Audley-street, W., from com- 
mencing the demolition of No. 147, Vauxhall 
Bridge-road, 8.W., until they had provided a 
temporary means. of escape in case of fire. 

It appeared that the plaintiff is the owner 
of the property adjoining that of defendants 
in the Vauxhall Bridge-road, and was running 
there a hotel with about 65 rooms, and on 
which the plaintiff had expended about 
£30,000. On the adjoining site the defendant 
company also proposed to erect a hotel, and 
it was necessary to have a fire escape stair- 
case. Under these circumstances there were 
negotiations between the parties, and it was 
arranged that there should be one fire escape 
stairway from the defendants’ premises to the 
plaintiff’s, and that the plaintiff would pay 
the cost. 

Mr. Romer, K.C., in support of the appli- 
cation, said that the defendants had not 
taken the proper steps to protect the plain- 
tiff’s interests. A licence had been given by 
the L.C.C., but it might be determined at 
any time, or in a year’s time. There might 
also be an abandonment by the defendants of 
the proposed building, or other causes to pre- 
vent the building being put up within the 
year. Such a result would be a serious 
matter to the plaintiff. 

Counsel read an affidavit made by Mr. 
Griffiths, F.R.I.B.A., stating that the L.C.C. 
had consented to the erection of the stair- 
case of steel and wood. A licence for a 
definite period was granted, and it might be 
extended. 

Continuing, counsel said the plaintiff now 
asked for an injunction to restrain the de- 
fendants from commencing the demolition of 
their premises until they had provided, to the 
satisfaction of those concerned, temporary 
means of escape in case of fire from plaintiff’s 
building, and had obtained a licence until 
defendants’ new building was completed. 

Mr. Gover, K.C., for the defendants, argued 
that there was a common mistake under the 
agreement, and that therefore defendants 
were not bound by it. The defendants’ whole 
interest was to get the building erected and 
not run any risks. Defendants had done every- 
thing possible and performed their obliga- 
tions as far as possible, and there was no 
risk to the plaintiff. 
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His lordship, in giving judgment, said the 
defendants undertook to provide a temporary 
means of escape from the  plaintiff’s 
premises and to obtain the licence necessary 
for such staircase. The dispute centred 
around the obligation by the defendants to 
obtain and deliver to the plaintiff licences 
and permits permitting the staircase to 
remain until the completion of the defendants’ 
new building. That obligation had not been 
performed. The licence issued by the L.C.C. 
gave approval to the structure, subject to 
certain conditions that ‘‘the period during 
which it will be allowed to remain will be till 
November, 1939, or the completion of the new 
building, whichever will be the earlier, and 
that then the stairs will be removed. 

With regard to the argument that there was 
a common mistake in regard to the licence 
that could be obtained, he (the judge) did 
not agree that such was the case, and he 
granted the injunction asked for with costs. 
Order accordingly. 


INVENTION FOR USE IN MODERN 
HOUSING SCHEMES. 
CHANcERY Division. 
3efore Mr. Justice Simonps.

Petition to Amend Complete Specification of 
Letters Patent No. 346,282. 


In this case the petitioners applied for 
leave to amend the specification for an inven- 
tion chiefly concerned with “shilling in the 
slot’’ electric or gas light meters, and for 
which, counsel stated, under modern housing 
schemes, there was an increasing demand, 
especially in the poorer districts, where it was 
desirable that a smaller amount than a shil- 
ling’s worth should be available to the con- 
sumers. The object of the invention was to 
enable coins of different denominations to be 


Mr. Trevor Watson, K.C., in support of 
the petition, said the amendment was desired 
in order more clearly and accurately to define 
the scope of the monopoly claimed. 

The specification described and illustrated 
the mechanism for supplying electricity or 
other commodities in varying amounts accord- 
ing to the size of the coin inserted. It was 
important to arrange the coins of different 
diameter, as, for instance, a penny, sixpence, 
or shilling, which gave amounts of the com- 
modity proportional to their value, and which 
were not necessarily proportional to their 
diameter. It was also important that the 
mechanism should not work with coins other 
than those for which it was designed. These 
conditions were provided for by the invention. 

The petition was opposed by the Electrical 
Apparatus Co., Ltd., of South Lambeth-road, 
S.W., on the ground that the amendments 
applied for were not by way of disclaimer, 
correction or explanation, and if permitted 
would make the specification different from 
the invention claimed in the specification as 
it stood. 

The Assistant Comptroller allowed certain 
of the amendments applied for but disallowed 
others, and the petitioners now contended 
that those he refused should be permitted. 

His lordship, in a considered judgment, 
allowed the amendments of the specification 
as applied for. 


Post Office London Directory, 1939. 

The 1939 edition of the Post Office London 
Directory is the 140th edition of that publica- 
tion. Unusual difficulties have had to be sur- 
mounted in the compilation of the new edition 
consequent upon the progress made in the re- 
naming of London streets. In addition to the 
700 streets of which the new names appeared 
in the previous edition, no fewer than a further 
800 have been included in that for 1939. 

The Sectional Street Plan of London, on a 
4-in. scale, has been specially revised, and 
offers a ready means of finding at a glance 
the situation of any street or set of premises 
in Greater London.

GOVERNMENT’S SHELTER POLICY. 

Tue proposals of the Government in regard 
to Civil Defence were outlined by Sm Joun 
AnperRsOoN, Lord Privy Seal, in the House of 
Commons, particularly in connection with 
protection against the danger of the high- 
explosive bomb. . 

A practical shelter policy, said Str Joun, 
must satisfy three primary conditions. In 
the first place, no plan would be satisfactory 
which made provision only for a proportion 
of those likely to be exposed to substantial 
risk. Our aim must therefore be to provide, 
in the areas vulnerable to attack, shelters 
which are well distributed over the area and 
are easily accessible on receipt of an air raid 
warning. So far as possible, people must be 


~ given this protection in or near their homes 


and in or near their places of employment. 

Secondly, we must recognise the fact that 
against high explosive there can be no 100 
per cent. protection. Shelters proof against 
a direct hit are not practicable, at any rate 
as part of a short-term policy. Apart from 
the difficulties and delays involved in any 
extensive scheme for deep bomb-proof 
shelters, I do not think we are prepared to 
adapt our whole civilisation so as to compel 
a large proportion of our people to live, and 
maintain their productive capacity, in a tro- 
glodyte existence deep underground. What 
we can, and must, provide is, not bomb- 
proof shelters, but adequate protection 
against splinter and blast and against the 
fall of débris. 

Thirdly, no public authorities—neither the 
Government nor the local authorities—can 
make themselves responsible for providing 
this protection, at public expense, for every 
one. Their responsibility is to provide this 
protection for all who cannot fairly be ex- 
pected to provide it for themselves. All who 
can afford to do so will be expected to arrange 
for their own protection, but the Govern- 
ment will see that all necessary technical 
advice and guidance is made available tv 
them. 

First (continued Str JoHN), we must see that 
people are reasonably protected while they 
are at their work. This is a responsibility 
which rests primarily on the aha: In 
the legislation which we propose to introduce,. 
immediately after the Christmas recess, cer- 
tain obligations in this respect will be im- 
posed on trade and industry; but we hope 
that employers are not waiting, and will not 
wait, for any measure of statutory compui- 
sion. Under modern conditions, it is the 
duty of the employer to protect his work- 
people from these risks, just as it has been 
his duty hitherto to protect them against 
dangers of injury or unhealthy conditions of 
work; and we are confident that employers 
generally will accept this new responsibility 
subject to the necessary guidance being 
afforded to them. A revised handbook on 
structural precautions will be issued very 
soon, and, by the co-operation of the Home 
Secretary, the services of the factory 
inspectors will be made available to assist 
employers. : 

Secondly, we must give protection to those 
who, when an air raid comes, are caught in 
the streets, away from their homes and from 
their place of work. For these, communal 
shelters will be provided—either in trenches 
such as those constructed in the autumn and 
now being made permanent, or in other forms 
of communal shelter to be provided by the 
local authorities. | These shelters must be 
carefully sited and adequately sign-posted. 
Advice has already been given regarding the 
types of communal shelter which could be 
provided, and steps will be taken to acceler- 
ate the surveys which local authorities have 
already been asked to carry out with a view 
to determining what provision should be 
made—for example, by strengthening large 
basements in warehouses and offices which 
could give refuge to numbers of people 
likely to be in the vicinity at the time of a 
raid. The provision of underground car- 
parks may also contribute in the course of 
time towards a solution of this part of the 
problem. 
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Communal shelters of this kind will, how- 
ever, serve the needs primarily of those who 
are cougnt in the streets. The hard core of 
the problem is to provide protection for the 
ordinary citizen in, or close to, his own 
house. The method of protection must vary 
according to the type of building and its 
surroundings. In houses with basements, 
the most practical means of providing shelter 
is to strengthen the basement; and we are 
making arrangements to produce a standard- 
ised fitting—consisting of light steel sheeting 
to be fastened to the ceiling joists of the 
basement, and steel supports to carry the 
weight from the strengthened ceiling to the 
level of the foundations. The steel sheets 
will be fixed in peace-time, but this will be 
done with the least possible disturbance of 
the peace-time user; and the steel’ supports 
can be stored and need not be put finally 
into position until an emergency arises. In 
co-operation with the Joost authorities we 
shall carry out a survey to see to which 
houses this method can profitably be applied. 

In blocks of flats or tenements the most 
satisfactory course will be to provide struc- 
tural support—either in the basement or in the 
ground floor of the building—which will afford 
a shelter sufficiently large to accommodate the 
persons living in the other parts of the build- 
ing. In buildings where an_ exceptionally 
large area can be strengthened in this way 
arrangements will be made to enable the 
shelter to serve not only the people living in 
the building, but also others living near by 
for whom no other shelter is available. To 
this extent these buildings will play their 
part in the provision of public shelters. 

For houses without basements—primarily 
the two-storeyed house not very solidly con- 
structed—we have, with the assistance of 
certain eminent members of the engineering 
profession, nominated by the President of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, and with the 
co-operation of the steel industry, evolved a 
special type of steel shelter, which is in sec- 
tions and can be easily put together without 
any technical skill or professional assistance. 
To secure the maximum degree of protection 
this shelter should be placed outside the house 
—close to the house wall—in a garden or 
yard—and should be sunk about 2 ft. in the 
ground, the displaced earth being piled up 
over the top of the steel frame. In such a 
position it would be readily accessible from 
the house. 

We shall proceed at once to place orders for 
a very large quantity of steel equipment. For 
the smaller type of house we shall arrange for 
a supply of special steel shelters sufficient to 
afford protection for 10,000,000 people; and 
for the strengthening of private basements 
material will be accumulated progressively as 
we proceed with the necessary survey of the 
houses to be strengthened. The cost of pro- 
viding all this material, which will be borne 
entirely by the Exchequer, will be of the order 
of £20,000,000. 

These shelters for the poorer sections of the 
population in their own homes will, as I have 
said, be provided by the Exchequer; but a 
balanced shelter policy is incomplete without 
the public shelter for persons caught in the 
streets and those for whom protection cannot 
be given in their own homes. The duty of 
providing these necessary public shelters re- 
mains with the local authorities. The Ex- 
chequer contribution under the Act towards 
the cost of these public shelters will amount 
to several million pounds; and the whole pro- 
gramme which I have outlined is designed to 
provide protection for nearly 20,000,000 
people. 

In reply to a question. by Mr. GrorcE 
Hicks, Sir Joun said that as regarded con- 
sultation with architects and surveyors and 
other sections of the building industry, he was 
most anxious that there should be the widest 
consultation. In regard to- the structural 
strengthening of buildings in general, if- we 
were to make the progress that he hoped we 
should make, the widest consultation would 
undoubtedly be necessary, and he hoped to 
enlist the co-operation of all those sections 
of the industry to which the hon. member 
referred, i.e., architects, surveyors, technicians 


of every sort, employers and operatives. 






THE PROPERTY MARKET, 
1938 


Some indication of the state of the property 
market during 1938 is given in a review of 
the year’s business recently issued by Messrs. 
Knight, Frank and Rutley, 20, Hanover- 
square, W.1. After mentioning some of the 
more important transactions effected by the 
firm, the review goes on to state that, so far 
as general office accommodation is concerned, 
the demand in London has been for modern 
buildings containing floors of large ‘areas, 
indicating a preference amongst important 
business concerns for accommodation on one 
level rather than for a number of floors in 
smaller buildings. The firm’s experience in 
this type of work brought in a volume of 
business with building owners who possess or 
have acquired sites to meet this demand. 

With regard to investments, the recent 
crisis and the absence of any insurance pro- 
tection against damage by enemy aircraft has 
had its effect upon the market value of 
property investments in London, although the 
concern of proposing purchasers in this direc- 
tion is not so great as it was a couple of 
months ago. Shop premises let to substantial 
firms have sold at very good prices. 

There has also been a slight but definite 
easing in the market value of freehold ground 
rents, which, it is stated, suggests an antici- 
pation that the present standard of cheap 
money is not likely to continue indefinitely. 
This change was reflected, too, in mortgage 
interest, and the prevailing rate of interest 
is a little higher than it was a year ago. The 
demand for town houses at the opening of 
the year and extending to the month of May 
was good. Inquiry for Mayfair houses which 
may be used as offices or for commercial pur- 

has been consistently good, but the 
supply of suitable properties is limited. 


Flats. 

During the early months of the year the 
demand for flats showed little sign of 
diminishing. Later, owing to the generally 
unsettled conditions, inquiries for the more 
expensive flats were inclined to fall off, and 
this was reflected in a lesser degree in those 
of a smaller type and at more popular rentals. 
From the lettings which have been effected the 
conclusion may be drawn that in buildings 
of sound construction, providing the amenities 
which can reasonably be expected to-day, flats 
to let have readily found tenants at good 
rentals, especially where there is quietness 
and a pleasant outlook, two features which 
are in almost universal demand to-day. 

The movement in suburban sites and build- 
ing land has been slower thar it was in the 
past and there seem definite indications, not- 
withstanding the rehousing schemes of the 
London County Council and other authorities, 
that the houses which have been built during 
the last 18 years, for the greater part by 
private enterprise, have met the demand under 
this head. At the same time it is agreed on 
all sides that there are many working-class 
dwellings in London and other cities still to be 
rebuilt in order to provide living accommoda- 
tion of the standard which is properly required 
for a healthy working-class population. The 
purchase of land for the Green Belt has taken 
large areas out of the market, and this will 
in time tend to confine the more intensive 
development within its circumference. 

One of the most interesting recent features 
of the estate market. has been the reper- 
cussion from the crisis at the end of Sep- 
tember last. Out of the confusion of that 
period has emerged a continuous inquiry from 
people who do not intend to be caught again 
in a similar predicament and feel the necessity 
of having, or building, a place, however small, 
in the country which can be used not only as 
a pied-d-terre, but also in emergency. 

There has been a keen demand for good 
agricultural estates in the south of Scotland, 
but there is a decline in the interest shown 
for properties in the Highlands, particularly 
for the larger mansion.

Stains on Plaster Ceiling: Patterning of 
Plaster. 
[Answers to ‘‘ House Bumper,” 
DeceMBeR 20. } 


Srr,--The cause of the existing network of 
dark lines of stain in the plaster ceiling is 
probably the excessive use of lime in 
the finishing coat, impurities in the sand 
which was used, or the use of sand that was 
too loamy. Some sands contain particles of 
bituminous matter, colloidal iron, etc., hence 
the quality of sand used in conjunction with 
plastering material for ceilings is a most im- 
portant factor. It is rather difficult to state 
definitely whether the stains would show 
through distemper without a personal 
examination. Of course, several coats of dis- 
temper may be applied to the ceiling surface, 
which would ultimately prevent the stained 
plaster showing through the distemper. The 
ceiling surface should be given a coat of 
priming material, which will dry flat and 
have a little ‘‘tooth.’” Much will depend 
upon the quality of distemper. Some dis- 
tempers contain much better raw materials 
than others, and are made more skilfully. A 
first-class, reliable distemper is cheap at any 
price, but a good quality distemper cannot be 
obtained at a low price. I would strongly 
advise that the stained ceiling be lined with 
lining paper, which should then be distem- 
pered. For a paper of approximately the same 
colour as the distemper a single coat will 
usually suffice. A. J. T. E. 

Sm,—In the absence of detail, one could 
assume the ceiling is constructed of wood 
joists at 12in. to 14in. centres; these in 
turn are lathed, and then plastered. It would 
appear that the dark lines are cracks in the 
plaster; probably due to the quality of the 
plastering material used; perhaps insufficient 
sand, faulty laths, or, what is frequently the 
case, the coats of plaster have not had suffi- 
cient time to set It would be unwise to dis- 
temper ‘direct on the plaster, but I suggest 
that the surface is sized and a white lining 
paper is fixed with particularly good butt 
joints ; this should first be allowed thoroughly 
to dry, and then distempered. Much of this 
type of trouble can be avoided by the use of 
base-board, which should be fixed to the wood 
joists, with scrim worked into the plastering 
coat at all joints. Patterned staining in the 
case of constructed floors can be avoided by 
using suspended set ceilings. G. W. H.

Portiand Cement and Stone Dust for 
Surrounds. 

[Answers To “J. G. 0.,” Decemper 23.1] 

Srr,—‘' Stone dusi ”’ is a term which should 
never be used in concrete or cast-stone work. 
Crushed stone down to jin. or so is usually 
known as chippings, material a little finer is 
called “‘ grit,” and the residue is probably 
what is meant by “dust.” It may be a 


fairly well graded material from, say, { in. 
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down, or it may, in fact, be dust with no 
coarse particles. Such dust should never be 
mixed with Portland cement for fireplace sur- 
rounds, or any other purpose except occa- 
sionally as a facing for decorative work for 
indoor use. A good mix for fireplace sur 
rounds is 3 parts of crushed stone graded 
from 4 in. down to 1 part of Portland cement. 
Three days after casting, the face should be 
rubbed with a coarse carborundum brick, 
followed by a smooth stone, using plenty of 
water, until it resembles natural stone after 
the skin of cement has been rubbed off. At 
this stage the face should be thoroughly 
washed with soap and water, and then 
polished with a good wax floor polish. Before 
mixing the materials the cement should be 
coloured with mineral oxide to the same 
shade as the aggregate, or a ready-coloured 
cement may be used. H. L. C. 


Str,—Ordinary Portland cement and stone 
dust could be used. but the ideal mixture is 
crushed stone, preferably Portland stone, 
in. and down to dust, mixed with white 
Portland cement. This is ideal for sur- 
rounds; when initial set has taken place, clean

MUNICIPAL BUILDING | 


PROPOSED ‘“ SPREAD-OVER ” OF 
SCHEMES. 


The view that local authorities were 
‘‘ rushed ’”? by the Government into big build- 
ing programmes, which could be spread over 
a longer period, was expressed by the Mayor 
cme? Myers Wayman) at the annual 
dinner of Sunderland and District Building 
Trades Employers’ Association. 

Councillor Wayman, who was proposing the 
toast to ‘‘ The Building Industry,” said suc- 
cessive Governments initiated building pro- 
grammes in connection with such things as 
health services, education, slum clearance and 
overcrowding and for each limited periods of 
time had been set. 

‘‘T feel,’’ he said, ‘‘ that the limit of time 
is to be regretted for a number of reasons. 
First it means that local authorities have to 
shoulder a very heavy programme of building 
in a short space of time, with the result 
that contractors have difficulty in getting 
the necessary labour ; prices of materials soar ; 
the employees are uncertain about their 
future, because they realise that when the 
programme is finished there may be shortage 
of work; and, finally, the unfortunate rate- 
payer is faced with a heavy burden of taxa- 
tion to meet the cost. 

“« These programmes should be spread over 
a greater period of years.”

FORMATION OF NEW INSTITUTE. 


AN open meeting was held recently at the 
Holborn Hall, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
J. E. Everett, Works Superintendent of 
Wandsworth, to consider proposals for the 
formation of an Institute to cater for the 
needs of Works and Highways Superinten- 
dents. The meeting was attended by some 
60 supervisory officers. 

In his opening speech the chairman said : 
‘* Summarised, the principal objects for which 
the Institute would aim are :— 

(1) To create and maintain a high standard 
of efficiency by the regular convening 
of meetings for discussion of principles 
and practice of management and the 
interchange: of practical and technical 
knowledge among members ; 

(2) To seek recognition by local authorities 
of membership of the Institute as a 
definite qualification for appointments 
on their administrative staffs ; 

(3) To establish and maintain a system of 
training to be recognised by local autho- 
rities of young men desirous of becom- 
ing supervisory officers ; 

(4) To provide for the examination from 
time to time of persons desirous of be- 
coming members, by the Examination 
Board of the Institute, who shall give 
certificates to successful candidates ; 

(5) To provide for the registration of the 
holders of certificates of the Institute.’ 

The Acting Honorary Secretary, Mr. Thos. 
Vickers, Outside Superintendent of Epsom, 
gave details of the preliminary work which 
had been carried out, from which it appeared 
that some 100 officers in the Greater London 
area had expressed themselves in favour of 
the proposed Institute; and Mr. W. Bush, 
Works Superintendent of Holborn, and Mr. J. 
Naylor, Highways Superintendent of West 
Ham, also spoke in support of the proposal. 

It was proposed by Mr. A. V. Newman, 
Highways Superintendent of Leyton, that an 
Institute be formed, and this was seconded 
by Mr. W. Jackson, Deputy Works Superin- 
tendent of Woolwich. 

Mr. J. O. Gall, Roads Superintendent of 
Finsbury, proposed that a Formation Com- 
mittee and acting officers should be elected 
to act until such time as the General Council 
of the Institute had been elected. This was 
duly seconded and the following were elected : 
J. E. Everett, Wandsworth B.C.; R. W. 
Barlow, Watford B.C.; A. V. Bursnall, 
Ruislip Northwood U.D.C.; W. Bush, Hol- 
born B.C.; A. G. Fagg, Ilford B.C.; R. G. 
Hughes, Reading B.C.; J. Naylor, West Ham 
B.C.; H. W. Smith, Battersea B.C.; H. 
Wakefield, Wembley B.C. ; H. Wheeler, Ham- 
mersmith B.C.; D. C. Clark, Kensington 
B.C., Acting Hon. Treasurer.

Gold Coast Timbers. 

Some indication of the suitability of the 
timbers of the Gold Coast for architectural 
and engineering purposes is given in an illus- 
trated book recently issued by the Colonial 
Forest Resources Development Department, 
Grand Buildings, Trafalgar-square, W.C.2, 
describing the resources of that colony. Illus- 
trations of these timbers include those of 
avodire, suitable for veneers, panels and 
cabinet work ; dahoma, for flooring, construc- 
tional work, joinery, railway sleepers and 
waggon bottoms; danta, for tool handles, 
wheel spokes; denya, for flooring blocks and 
heavy constructional work ; guarca, for furni- 
ture, moulding and panelling; idigbo, for 
panelling and shop fittings ; makore, for panel- 
ling aud veneers; mansonia, for cabinet work 
and interior fittings; obeche, for matchboard- 
ing and ceilings; opepe, for flooring and heavy 
structural work; and sapele, for panels, 
veneers and cabinet work. 
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NEW INVENTION 


GROUTED BRICKWORK. 


_A new patented method of brick construc- 
tion, shown in the accompanying illustrations, 
has been the subject of an exhaustive series 
of tests abroad (India) and some buildings 
have been constructed with it. It is claimed 
to have the advantages of cheapness, sim- 
plicity, speed of construction, and strength. 
The following notes have been furnished by 
the inventor, Mr. H. Gatford, M.Inst.C.E. : 

The successive operations are briefly as 
follow :— 


(1) Bricks are placed in position completely 
dry, i.e., without prior soaking or mortaring. 


(2) The external joints are sealed (leaving 
a few orifices), by pointing, surface render- 
ing, or, with perfectly regular bricks, brush- 
ing a cement wash along the external edges 
during operation, 


_ (3) Mortaring the dry brickwork by inject- 
ing grout under low pressure through one of 
the orifices. 


The diagrams illustrate the general system, 
showing the two essentials, viz., a continuous 
internal connection to all joints, capable of 
being effectively sealed. It must not be 
assumed that only bricks of the design shown 
can be used. Any design fulfilling the needs 
stated will serve, and for this there is no 
need to ‘groove all faces. For ease of con- 
struction, bonding and economy, the width 
should be half the length. Further, the more 
regular the brick the greater is the economy. 


Actual building is usually done in stages 
5 to 5ft. high, as at present. No difficulty 
has been found in keeping the wall plumb, 
and there is a simple, convenient method of 
ensuring accurate levels at each stage. Arch- 
ing work offers no difficulties. 


Grouting is done from below to avoid air- 
locks, and at pressures from 15lb. upwards. 
A suitable machine for this can be made in 
an average workshop for £5. With this a 
wall 12ft. by 3ft. by 13$in. can be grouted 
in about 20 minutes, the grout travelling this 
length easily. 


A feature of the method lies in the advan- 
tage taken of the absorptive properties of the 
bricks. Being completely dry, they soak up 
readily the excess of water in the grout. This 
draws the actual mortar—cement or a cement- 
like mixture—into the interstices to form a 
contact and subsequent adhesion beyond that 
obtainable in ordinary laying, and with a 
consistency not dependent on the workman. 
Marked increase in strength follows, as tests 
have proved, and it is probable that damp-

proof qualities are improved, but this has not 
yet been tested. 


Costs have been determined for various 
thicknesses of walls and different grouts by 
an independent engineer of a large commer- 
cial firm. From his series of 36 tests, those 
for a wall of 14 bricks thick have been 
selected, -and adapted to current English 
rates. This shows a saving of over 10 per 
cent. without allowing for the higher stan- 
dard of British labour and materials. A 
further saving of 5 per cent. is a modest esti- 
mate of these. The saving lies mainly in the 
time element and mortar used. It allows for 
the additional bricks needed. 


Grouts of 1:1 to 1:2 cement-lime, by 
weight, give adhesive strengths of the order 
of cement-sand 1:3 mortar, whilst neat 
cement frequently leads to the joints being 
stronger than the bricks (Indian). The most 
conclusive test to date is a 10-ft. arch broken 
in a modern electrical testing machine. Such 
an arch, with a theoretical strength of eight 
tons, evenly distributed, built in 1 : 3 cement 
mortar by the ordinary method and aged 203 
months, failed at 28.7 tons. An exactly simi- 
lar arch, aged only 58 days, failed at 40.8 
tons. 


The method is particularly suitable for 
reinforced concrete work, and is also applic- 
able to road work.

ENTOMOLOGY AND THE 
PLUMBER 


Tue plumber, because of the variety and 
character of his calling, has frequently to deal 
with problems that bring him into contact 
with subjects of a scientific nature other than 
those intimately connected with his trade. 

An instance of this occurred in the course of 
my duties and it concerns the failure of the 
central heating apparatus at a school. Upon 
investigation I found that the boiler and 
adjacent piping were rapidly raised to a very 
high temperature when the boiler was fired, 
but the piping in the classrooms remained 
cold. The pressure gauge indicated normal 
pressure and water was present at all radiator 
air-cocks, and I concluded that the cause of 
failure was due to “‘ air-lock.”’ 

For the benefit of any readers who may not 
be familiar with water-heating systems, it 
should be explained that ‘‘ air-lock ’’ occurs at 
some elevated part of the system and is due 
to an accumulation of air liberated from the 
water when heated. The usual method adopted 
by heating engineers to prevent “‘ air-lock ”’ 
occurring is the tap 4 of an “ air-pipe ”’ 
(usually three-eighths of an inch internal dia- 
meter) at the highest point. This pipe termi- 
nates with an open end above the water level 
of the system and allows the air to escape. _ 

In the case of the school system, the pipe 
terminated outside the roof. Upon examin- 
ing this pipe, I found an obstruction about 
3in. from the open end. After loosening with 
the aid of a piece of wire, a cylindrical object 
was forced out by the imprisoned air. Fortu- 
nately this object was only slightly damaged, 
and upon examination was found to consist of 
a number of cells. I submitted these to a 
biology expert, and they proved to be the cells 
of an insect known as ‘‘ the leaf-cutting bee 
of the solitary family—that is, they do not 
live a community or social life.” 

The Report continues: ‘‘ For their nests, 
these bees use cavities in tree-trunks, or any 
other convenient place. These bees do not 
usually excavate their own tunnels, but make 
use of those left by other insects or organisms. 
Occasionally they make their own holes by 
burrowing in the ground, but sometimes dis- 
used earthworm burrows are used. They may 
also at times make their holes in rotten wood. 


“The bee lines the tunnel or hole with 
leaves or pieces of leaves formed into a 
cylinder; inside this, little thimble-like cells 
are formed. Into each cell is placed a quantity 
of honey or pollen or any food material, along 
with a circular piece of leaf cut with mathe- 
matical precision by the mouth appendanges. 
It is sealed with a waxy substance secreted 
from the adult bee. The next cell is then com- 
menced in the same manner, until there is a 
column of six or seven cells formed. The cells 
remain in this condition until the eggs hatch 
out and an imago mature bee appears.” 


A pressure of approximately 3 Ib. per sq. in. 
had developed inside the “‘ air-pipe ’’ by reason 
of the sealing of the pipe, and it is astonishing 
to realise that the material used by so small 
an insect for securing its cells in place was 
capable of withstanding the pressure. se
